1 Being justified by faith we have peace with God through 
our Lord Jesus Christ :

VI. The gospel inculcates holiness of life, and 
leads to fellowship with the Father and his Son 
Jesus Christ.

11 For unto you is bom this day in the city of David, a 
Saviour which is Christ the Lord.

4 And they were all filled with the Hol^ Ghost, and began 
to speak with other tongues, as the Spirit gave them utter- 
ance. 

Bomans xvi. 

25 Now to him that is of power to establish you according 
to my gospel, and the preachmg of Jesus Christ, according to 
the revelation of the mystery, which was kepfc secret since the 
world began.

X. The gospel dispensation is most glorious^ 
and in all respects adapted to, and sufficient for, 
the lost and ruined state of fallen man.

7 But if the ministration of death, writtoi and engraven in 
stones, was glorious, so that the children of Israel conld not 
stedfastly behold the face of Moses for the glory of his counte- 
nance ; which glory was to be done away : 

8 How shall not the ministration of the spirit be rather 
glorious? 

9 For if the ministration of condemnation be glory, much 
more doth the ministration of righteousness exceed in glory. 

1 Timothy i. 

14 And the grace of our Lord was exceeding abundant 
with faith and love which is in Christ Jesus. 

15 This is a faithful saying, and worthy of all acceptation, 
that Christ Jesus came into the world to save sinners; of 
whom I am chief. 

1 John V. 

11 And this is the record, that God hath given to us eter- 
nal life, and this life is in his Son. 



XI. In the gospel, God's character is vindicated, 
proving him to be just Tvhen clearing the guilty ; 
mercy and truth meet together — ^righteousness 
and peace embrace each other.

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10 Mercy and tmth are met together; righteotisness and 
peace have Kissed each oiJier.

Xn. Q-od's eternal purposes of grace, — " taking 
out a people for His name," — will assuredly be 
accompUslied by the gospel ; whilst aU who reject 
its free invitation, shall be left without excuse. 

Acts XV. 

14 Simeon hath declared how Gk>d at the first did visit the 
Gentiles, to take out of them a people for his name. 

John iii. 

18 He that believeth on him is not condemned : bnt he that 
believeth not is condemned already, because he hath not be- 
lieved in the name of the only begotten Son of God.

XTTT. Doctrines are to be tested by the holy 
scriptures, and, if contrary to these, are not the 
truth of God.

XIV. Those who resist or pervert the gospel are 
enemies of God, and in righteous judgment are 
given up to believe and love a lie.

16 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, hearken not unto the 
words of the prophets that prophesy unto you: they make 
you vain : they speak a vision of their own heart, and not out 
of the mouth of the Lord. 

32 Behold, I^m against them that prophesy false dreams, 
saith the Lord, f-nd do teU them, and cause my people to err 
by their lies, and by their lightness ; yet I sent them not, nor 
commanded them : therefore they shall not profit this people 
at all, saii^ the Lord. 

2 Corinthians iv. 

3 If our gospel be hid, it is hid to them that are lost : 

4 In whom the god of this world hath blinded the minds 
of them which believe not, lest the light of the glorious gospel 
of Christ, who is the image of God, should shine unto them. 

Ephesians iv. 

14 That we henceforth be no more children, tossed <o and 
fro, and carried about with every wind of doctrine, by the 
sleighc of men, and cunning craftiness, whereby they He in 
wait to deceive ; 

15 But speaking the truth in love, may grow up into him 
in all things, which is the head, even Christ. 

2 Thessalonians i. 

7 To you who are troubled rest with us, when the Lord 
Jesus shall be revealed from heaven with his mighty angels,

8 Though we, or an angel from heaven, preach any other 
gospel unto you than that which we have preached unto you, 
&t him be accursed. 

2 Peter ii. 

1 There were false prophets also among the people, even 
as there shall be false teachers among you, who pri^y shall 
bring in damnable heresies, even denying the Lord that 
bought them, and bring upon themselves swift destruction. 

2 And many shall follow their pernicious ways : by reason 
of whom the way of truth shall be evil spoken of. 

8 And through covetousness shall they with feigned words 
niake merchandize of you: whose judgment now of a long 
time lingereth not, and their damnation slumbereth not. 
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SECTION V. 

THE LOVE OF GOD. 

I. Love is essentially the character of our 
heayenly Pather; and this divine principle is 
sovereign, constraining, and everlasting. 

Isaiah xlix. 

15 Can a woman forget her suckling child, that she should 
not have compassion on the son of her womb ? yea, they may 
forget, yet will I not forget thee. 

Jeremiah xxxi. 
3 The Lord hath appeared of old unto me, saying, Yea, I 
have loved thee with an everlasting love : therefore with lov- 
ing kindness have I drawn thee. 

Zephaniah iii. 
17 The Lord thy God in the midst of thee is mighty ; he 
win save ; he will rqjoice over thee with joy ; he will rest in 
his love, he will joy over thee with singing. 

1 John iv. 
8 He that loveth not knoweth not God ; for God is love. 

16 And wS have known and believed the love that God hath 
to us. God is love ; and he that dweUeth in love dwelleth in 
Crod, and God in him. 



II. When man had forfeited all claim to mercy, 
Ood the Pather exhibited the exceeding greaiiiess 
of his love in sending his only Son to die for sin- 
ful man, that all who believe in Him might obtain 
eternal redemption. 

John iii. 
16 T For God so loved the world,tthat he gave his only be- 
ffotten Son, that whosoever beheveth in him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life. 
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Romans v. 

8 But God commendeth his love toward as, in that, while 
we were yet sinners, Christ died for us. 

1 John iv. 

9 In this was manifested the love of God toward us, be- 
cause that God sent his only begotten Son into the world, that 
we mi^t live through him. 

10 Herein is love, not that we loved God, but that he loved 
us, and sent his Son to be the propitiation for our sins. 



in. Christ is tlie special object of the Father's 
love ; and that same parental love is extended to 
all the mystical body of Christ, — all who by a 
Hying faith are united to Jesus. 

John xvii. 

20 Neither pray I for these alone, but for them also which 
shall believe on me through their word ; 

21 That they all may be one ; as thou. Father, art in me, 
and I in thee, that they also may be one in us : that the world 
may believe that thou hast sent me. 

22 .And the glory which thou gavest me I have given them ; 
that they may be one, even as we are one : 

23 1 m them, and thou in me, that they may be made per- 
fect in one ; and that the world may know that thou hast sent 
me, and hast loved them, as thou hast loved me. 

24i Father, 1 will that they also, whom thou hast given me, 
be with me where I am; that they may behold my glory, 
which thou hast given me : for thou lovedst me before the 
foundation of the world. 

26 And I have declared unto them thy name, and wiU de- 
clare it ; that the love wherewith thou hast loved me may be 
in them, and I in them. 



IV. The love of God to his people is the un- 
failing source of their love to Him i and is 
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implanted in their hearts by the indwelliBg of 
the Holy Spirit. 

Bomana v. 
5 And hope maketh not asliamed, because the love of God 
is shed abToad in onr hearts by the Holy Ghost which is given 
unto ns. ' 

1 John iv. 
16 And we have known and believed the love that Crod 
hath to ns. Crod is love, and he that dwelleth in love dweUeth 
in Gt)d, and God in him. 
19 We love him, because he first loved us. 



"V. The love of &od prompts his believir^ people 
to be zealous for the extension of the Sedeemer's 
kingdom of righteousness and peace. 

Matthew ix. 
38 Pray ye therefore the Lord of the harvest, that he will 
send forth labourers into his harvest.

Romans x. 

I Brethren, my heart's desire and prayer to God for Israel 
is, that they might be saved. 

Chapter xii. 

II Fervent in spirit ; serving the Lord. 

Jude. 
3 Beloved, when I give all diligence to write unto you of 
the common salvation, it was needful for me to write unto 
you, and exhort you that ye should earnestly contend for the 
faith which was once delivered unto the saints.

Vll. The more a believer has experience of the 
love of Qoi in Christ, the more will he feel his 
own unworthiness, and be ready to acknowledge 
with the apostle that he is ^' less than the least of 
all saints."

8 Unto me, who am less than the least of aJl saints, ia this 
grace given, that I should preach among the Gentiles the un- 
searchable riches of Christ.

THE MBDIATOE. 

I. Christ is the one only Mediator between G-od 
and His people, 

1 Timothy ii. 

5 There is one Grod, and one mediator between Gt>d and 
men, the man Christ Jesus | 

6 Who gaye himself a ransom for all, to be testified in due 
time. 
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1 Corinilmuis viii. 
6 But to OS there is bat one God, the Father, of whom are 
all things, and we in him; and one Lord Jesus Christ, by 
whom are all things, and we by him. 



n. Christ as Mediator makes peace and recon- 
ciliation for His people, through the blood of his 
cross. 

Ephesians ii. 

13 Now in Ohrist Jesus ye who sometimes were far off are 
made nigh by the blood of Christ. 

14 For he is our peace, who hath made both one, and hath 
broken down the middle wall of partition between us : 

15 Having abolished in his flesh the enmity^ even the law 
of commandments contained in ordinances ; for to make in 
himself of twain one new man, so making peace : 

16 And that he might reconcile both unto God in one body 
by the cross, having slain the enmity thereby : 

17 And came and preached peace to you which were afar 
off, and to them that were nigh. 

18 For through him we both have access by one Spirit 
unto the Father. * 

Hebrews iz. 

14 How much more shall the blood of Christ, who through 
the eternal Spirit offered himself without spot to God, purge 
your conscience from dead works to serve the living God r 

15 And for this cause he is the mediator of the new testa- 
ment, that by means of death, for the redemption of the trans- 
gressions that were under the first testament, they which are 
called might receive the promise of eternal inheritance. 



m. Christ as Mediator pleads for His believing 
people as their advocate, and secures to them all 
the blessings of the covenant. 

Hebrews viii. 
6 Now hath he obtained a more excellent ministry, by how 
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much also he is the mediator of a better covenant, which was 
established upon better promises. 

Chapter xii. 

22 Ye are come'iiHto mount Sion, and unto the city of the 
living God, the heavenly Jerusalem, and to an innumerable 
company of angels, 

24 And to Jesus the mediator of the new covenant, and to 
the blood of sprinkling, that speaketh better things than tiiat 
of Abel. 

1 John ii. 

1 My little children, these things write I unto you, that ye 
sin not. And if any man sin, ye have an advocate with the 
Father, Jesus Christ the righteous. 



IV. Moses, who interposed between Q-od and 
his people Israel, was a significant type of Christ 
in his character of Mediator. 

Deuteronomy v. 

1 And Moses called all Israel, and said unto them. Hear, 
O Israel, the statutes and judgmenl^ which I speak in your 
ears this day, that ye may learn them, and keep, and do them. 

2 The Lord our God made a covenant with us in Horeb. 

3 The Lord made not ihis covenant with onr fathers, but 
with us, even us, who are all of us here alive this day. 

4 The Lord talked with you face to face in the mount out 
of the midst of the fire. 

o (I stood between the Lord and you at that time, to shew 
you the word of the Lord : for ye were afraid by reason of tiie 
fire, and went not up into the mount). 

Galatians iii. 
19 Wherefore then serveth the law ? It was added because 
of transgressions, till the seed should come to whom the pro- 
mise was made ; and it was ordained by angels in the hand of 
a mediator. 
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SECTION VII. 

THE HIGH-PEIEST. 

I. The High-Priest under the law was anointed 
to that office ; so Christ, the ante-type, (the name 
Christ signifying anointed) was set apart by Ood 
to the office of The High-Priest of His people. 

Exodos zl. 
13 And thou shalt put npon Aaron the holy garments, and 
anoint him, and sanctLfy him ; that he may minister onto me 
in the priest's office. 

Hebrews iii. 

1 Wherefore, holy brethren, partakers of the heavenly 
calling, consider the Apostle and High Priest of onr profession 
Christ Jesus ; 

2 Who was faithful to him that appointed him, as also 
Moses was faithful in all his house. 

Chapter v. 

1 For every high priest taken from among men is ordained 
for men in things pertaining to God, that he may offer both 
gifts and sacrifices for sins : 

2 Who can have compassion on the ignorant, and on them 
that are out of the way : for that he himself also is compassed 
with infirmity. 

S And by reason hereof he ought, as for the people, so also 
for himself, to offer for sins. 

4 And no man taketh this honour unto himself, but he that 
is called of Ctod, as was Aaron. 



n. The High-Priest under the law, who alone 
could enter into the holiest once a year to make 
atonement for sin, was a type of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, the true High-Priest, who by one offeb- 
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TSQ of lumself liath perfected for ever those who 
are sanctified. 

Leviticiis xvi. 

2 And the Lord said unto Moses, Speak nnto Aaron thy 
brother, that he come not at all tbnes into the holy place with- 
in the vail before the mercy seat, which is npon the ark ; that 
he die not : for I will appear in the clond nx>on the mercy 
seat. 

3 Thns shall Aaron come into the holy place : with a young 
bullock for a sin offering, and a ram for a burnt offering. 

11 And Aaron shall bring the bullock of the sin-o^ering, 
which is for himself, and shall make an atonement for himself, 
and for his house, and shall kill the bullock of the sin offering 
which is for himself : 

12 And he shaJl take a censer full of burning coals of fire 
from off the altar before the Lord, and his hands full of sweet 
incense beaten small, and bring it within the Tail : 

13 And he shall put the incense upon the fire before the 
Lord, that the doud of the incense may cover the mercy seat 
that is upon the testimony, that he die not : 

14 And he shall talce of the blood of the bollock, and 
sprinkle it with his finger upon the mercy seat eastward ; and 
before the mercy seat shall he sprinkle of the blood with his 
finger seven times. 

15 Then shall he loll the goat of the sin offering, that is 
for the people ; and bring his blood within the vaQ, and do 
with that blood as he did with the blood of the bullock, and 
sprinkle it upon the mercy seat, and before the mercy seat : 

16 And he shall make an atonement for the holy place, be- 
cause of the uncleanness of the children of Israel, and be- 
cause of their transgressions in all their sins : and so shall he 
do for the tabernacle of the congregation, that remaineth 
among them in the midst of their uncleanness. 

17 And there shall be no man in the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation when he goeth in to make an atonement in the holy 
place, untU he come out, and have made an atonement for 
himself, and for his household, and for all the congregation of 
Israel. 

Hebrews ix. 

24 For Christ is not entered into the holy places made with 
hands, which are the figures of the true ; but into heaven it- 
self, now to appear in Uie presence of God for us : 

25 Nor yet that he should offer himself often, as the high 
priest entereth into the holy place every year with blood of 
others: 
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26 For then must he often have soffered since the founda- 
tion of the world ; bnt now once in the end of the world hath 
he appesured to put away sin by the sacrifice of himself. 

27 And as it is appointed nnto men once to die^ but after 
this the judgment : 

28 So Christ was once offered to bear the sins of many : 
and unto them that look for him shall he appear the second 
time without sin unto salvation. 



III. The Priesthood of Christ is after the order 
of Melchizedek ; it is the pectiliar office of Christ* 
and cannot deyolve upon, or be exercised by any 
other. 

Fsahn ex. 

4 The Loi^ hath sworn, and will not repent, Thou art a 
priest for ever after the order of Melchizedek. 

Hebrews v. 

5 So also Christ glorified not himself to be made an high 
priest ; but he that said unto him, Thou art my Son, to day 
nave I begotten thee. 

6 As he saith also in another place, Thou art a priest for 
ever after the order of Melchizedek. 

Hebrews vii. 

24 This man, because he continueth ever, hath an *un- 
ehangeable priesthood. 

25 Wherafore he is able also to save them to the uttermost 
that come unto God by him, seeing he ever liveth to make in- 
tercession for them. 

26 For such an high priest became us, who is holy, harm- 
less, undefiled, separate from sinners, and made higher than 
the heavens, 

27 Who needeth not daily, as those high priests, to offer up 
sacrifice, first for his own sins, and then for the people's : for 
this he did once, when he offered up himself. 

28 For the law maketh men high priests which have infir- 
mity : but the word of the oath, which was since the law, 
maketh the Son, who is consecrated for evermore. 



* Gb.— Intrannniuible, or which cannot pass to another. 
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IV. Christ as High-Priest, has made secok- 
CILLATIOF for the sins of his people, and obtained 
for them eternal redemption. 

Hebrews iz. 

11 Christ bemg come an high priest of good thiiigs to come, 
by a greater and more perfect tabernacle, not made with hands, 
that IS to say, not of tlus bnilding ; 

12 Neither by the blood of goats and calves, but by his own 
blood* he entered in once into the holy place^ having obtained 
eternal redemption for ns. 

13 For if the blood of bnlls and of goats, and the ashes of 
an heifer sprinkling the nnclean, sanctmeth to the purifying 
of the flesh ; 

14 How mnch more shall the blood of Christ, who tiirongh 
the eternal Spirit offered himself without spot to God, purge 
your conscience from dead works, to serve uie living God ? 



Y. Christ the High-Priest intebcedes for his 
people, and sympathizes with them in all their 
wants and infirmities. 

Hebrews ii. 

17 In all things it behoved him to be made like nnto his 
brethren, that he might be a merciful and faithfol high priest 
in things pertaining to God, to make reconciliation for the 
sins of the people. 

18 For in that he himself hath suffered being tempted, he 
is able to succour them that are tempted. 

Hebrews iv. 

15 We have not an high priest which cannot be touched 
with the feeling of our innrmities; but was in aU points 
tempted like as we are, yet without sin. 

Id Let us therefore come boldly unto the throne of grace, 
that we may obtain mercy, and find grace to help in tune of 
need. 

Bevelation viii. 
8 And another angel came and stood at the altar, having a 
golden censer ; and there was given unto him much incense. 
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that he should offiar it with the pravers of all saintB upon the 
golden altar which was before the tnrone.

I. Christ was foretold as ".The Pbophet." 

Deuteronomy zviii. 

15 The Lord thy God will Jradse np unto thee a Prophet 
from the midst of thee, of thy brethreni like nnto me ; unto 
him ye shall hearken. 

Isaiah bd. 

1 The Spirit of the Lord God is upon me; because the 
Lord hath anointed me to preach good tidings unto the meek ; 
he hath sent me to bind up the brokenhearted, to prodaim 
Uberty to the captives, and me opening of the pnson to them 
that are bound : 

2 To proclaim the acceptable year of the Lord, and the day 
of vengeance of our Grod : to coxnfort all that mourn. 

3 ^ appoint unto ihem that mourn in Zion, to give unto 
them beauty for ashes, the oil of joy for mourniug, the gar- 
ment of praise for the spirit of heaviness : that they might be 
called trees of righteousness, the planting of the Lord, that he 
might be glorified. 



n. Prophets under the Old Testament were 
anointed to their office ; so Christ, the antetype, 
was anointed by G-od to His office of ''The 
Pbophet." 

1 Kings xix. 

16 And Elisha the son of Shaphat of Abel-meholah shalt 
thou anoint to be prophet in thy room. 

Deuteronomy xviii. 
18 I will raise them up a Prophet from among their bre- 
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thren, like nnto thee, and will put my words in his month : 
and he shall speak nnto them all that I shall command him. 

19 And it shall come to pass, that whosoever will not heark- 
en nnto my words which he shall speak in my name, I will 
require it of him. 

Acts iii. 

22 For Moses truly said unto the Fathers, A prophet shall 
the Lord your God raise up unto you of your brethren, like 
nnto me : him shall ye hear in all things whatsoever he shall 
say nnto you. 



m. Christ, as the Prophet, reveals the divine 
mind and will of G-od. 

Matthew zi. 

27 All things are delivered unto me of my Father : and no 
man knoweth the Son, but the Father ; neither knOweth any 
man the Father, save the Son, and he to whomsoever the Son 
will reveal him. 

John iii. 

31 He that cometh from above is above all : he that is of 
the earth is earthly, and speaketh of the earth : he that 
oometh from heaven is above all. 

82 And what he hath seen and heard, that he testifieth ; 
and no man receiveth his testimony. 

83 He that hath received his testimony hath set to his seal 
that God is true. 

34 For he whom God hath sent speaketh the words of God: 
for God giveth not the Spirit by measure unto him. 

Chapter xvii. 

3 This is life eternal, that they might know thee the only 
true God, and Jesus Christ whom thou hast sent. 

6 I have manifested thy name unto the men which thou 
gavest me out of the world : thine they were, and thou gavest 
them to me ; and they have kept thy word.

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lY. Christ the Prophet was meek, and unos- 
tentatious in his teaching. 

Isaiah xlii. 

1 Behold my servant, whom I uphold ; mine elect, in whom 
my soul delighteth : I have put my Spirit upon him : he shall 
binnk forth judgment to the Gentiles. 

2 He shall not cry^ nor lift up, nor cause his voice to be 
heard in the street. 

3 A bruised reed shall he not break, and the smoking flax 
shall he not quench : he shall bring forth judgment unto truth. 



V. God will judge all those who neglect the 
teaching of Christ—" The Prophet." 

Acts iii. 
23 A.nd it shall come to pass, that every soul, which will 
not hear that Prophet, shall be destroyed from among the 
people. 

Hebrews ii. 

2 If the word spoken by angels was stedf ast, and every 
transgression and disobedience received a just recompence of 
reward ; 

3 How shall we escape, if we neglect so great salvation; 
which at the first began to be spoken by the Lord, and was 
confirmed unto us by them that heard him.

21 Make you perfect in every good work to do his will, 
working in you that which is well-pleasing in his sight, 
through JesuB Christ : to whom be glory for ever and ever. 
Amen. 

1 Peter v. 
4 And when the chief Shepherd shall appear, ye shall re- 
ceive a crown of glory that f adeth not away. 



n. Clirist, the true David, was foretold as the 
Shepherd who was to save his flock. 

Ezekiel xxziv. 

22 Therefore will I save my flock, and they shall no more 
be a prey ; and I will judge between cattle and cattle. 

23 And I will set up one shepherd over them, and he shall 
feed them, even mv servant David ; he shall feed them, and he 
shall be their shepherd. 

Chapter xzzvii. 

24 And David my servant shall be king over them: and 
they all shall have one shepherd : they shall also walk in my 
judgments, and observe my statutes, and do them. 



III. The good Shepherd leads His sheep bj a 
rough and rugged way, yet it is the straight and 
narrow way which leads to everlasting life. 

Isaiah zzxv. 

8 And an highway shall be there, and a way, and it shall 
be called, The wav of holiness ; the undean shall not pass 
over it : but it shall be for those : the wayfaring men, though 
fools, shall not err therein. 

9 Ko lion shall be there, nor any ravenouB beast pl mll go 
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up thereon, it shall not be fonnd there ; bat the redeemed 
shall walk there. 

Matthew vii. 

14 Becanse strait ia the gate, and narrow is the way, which 
leadeth onto life, and few there be that find it. 

1 Peter ii. 

21 For even herennto were ye called : becanse Christ also 
suffered for ns, leaving ns an example, that ye shonld follow 
his steps. 



lY. The good Shepherd extends a watchful caro 
over all His sheep, and tenderlj- leads and sup- 
ports the young and the feeble. 

Isaiah zl. 

11 He shall feed his flock like a shepherd : he shall gather 
the lambs with his arm, and carry them in his bosom, and 
shall gently lead those that are with young. 

John X. 

1 Verily, verily, I say unto you, He that entereth not by 
the door into the sheep-iold, but cliiubeth up some other way, 
the same is a thief and a robber. 

2 But he that entereth in by the door is the shepherd of 
the sheep. 

3 To liim the porter openeth ; and the sheep hear his voice : 
and he caJleth his own sheep by name, and leadeth them out. 

4 And when he putteth forth his own sheep, he goeth be- 
fore them, and the sheep follow him : for they know his voice. 



V. The good Shepherd seeks his flock, and brings 
back to the fold the sheep which have strayed. 
His unfailing love is the security of His people s 
recovery, and their final prcsenatiou. 
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Ezekiel xxxiv. 

11 For thus saith the Lord God : Beholdi I, even I, wiU 
both search my sheep, and seek them out. 

12 As a shephera seeketh out his flock in the dav that he 
is among Iiis sheep that are scattered ; so will I seek out my 
sheep, and will deliver them out of all places where they have 
been scattered in the cloudy and dark day. 

15 I will feed my flock, and I will cause them to lie down, 
saith the Lord Grod. 

16 I will seek that which was lost, and bring again that 
which was driven away, and will bind up that which was 
broken, and will strengthen that which was sick: but I will 
destroy the fat and the strong : I will feed them vnth judg- 
ment. 

John X. 

27 My sheep hear my voice, and I know them, and they 
follow me : 

28 And I give unto them eternal life ; and they shall never 
perish, neither shall any man pluck them out of my hand. 



VI. The good Shepherd, even in the dark valley 
of the shadow of death, watches over his sheep, 
and conducts them safely into the everlasting 
fold. 

Fsalm xxiii. 

1 The Lord is my shepherd ; I shall not want. 

2 He maketh me to lie down in green pastures : he leadeth 
me beside the still waters. 

3 He restoreth my soul: he leadeth me in the paths of 
righteousness for his name's sake. 

4 Tea, though I walk through the valley of the shadow of 
death, I will fear no evil : for thou art with me ; thy rod and 
thy staff they comfort me. 

6 Thou preparest a table before me in the presence of mine 
enemies : thou anointest my head with oil ; my cup runneth 
over. 

6 Surely goodness and mercy shall follow me all the days 
of my life : and I will dwell in the house of the Lord for ever. 
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SECTION X. 

THE KING. 

I. Christ was prophesied of as " The Kixg," 
who should reign and execute righteous judgment. 

Psalm ii. 

6 Yet have I set my king upon my holy hill of Ziou. 

7 I will declare the decree : the Lord hath said nnto mc, 
Thou art my Son ; this day have I begotten thee. 

Isaiah ix. 

6 Unto us a child is bom, unto us a son is given : and the 
government shall be upon his shoulder : and nis name shall 
be called Wonderful, Counsellor, The mighty God, The ever- 
lasting Father, the Prince of Peace. 

7 Of the increase of his government and peace there shall 
be no end, upon the throne of David, and upon his kingdom, 
to order it, and to establish it with judgment and with just- 
ice from henceforth even for ever. The zeal of the Lord of 
hosts will perform this. 

Jeremiah zxiii. 

5 Behold, the days come, saith tiie Lord, that I vdll raise 
unto David a righteous Branch, and a King slmll reign and 
prosper, and shall execute judgment and justice in the earth. 

6 In his days Judah shall be saved, and Israel shall dwell 
safely : and this is his name whereby he shall be called, THE 
LORD OUK BIGHTEOUSNESS. 



n. Under the Old Testament, kings were 
anointed to that office; so Christ, the antetype, 
was anointed by God to His true dignity of " The 
King." 

1 Kings zix. 
16 And the Lord said unto nim, Go, return on thy way to 
the wilderness of Damascus : and when thou comest, anoint 
Hazael to be king over Syria : 
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16 And Jehu the sou of Kimshi shalt thou anoint to be 
king over IsraeL 

Daniel vii. 
^ 14 And there was ffiyen him dominion, and glory, and a 
kingdom, that all people, nations, and langna^es, should serve 
him: his dominion is an everlasting dominion, which shall 
not pass away, and his kingdom that whioh shall not be de- 
stroyed. 



in. Christ is now King, seated on the throne of 
the Father, and reigns by His Spirit in the hearts 
of all His believing people. 

Luke xvii. 

20 And when he was demanded of the Pharisees, when the 
kingdom of God should come, he answered them and said. 
The kingdom of God cometh not with observation : 

21 Neither shall they say, Lo here ! or lo there ! for, be- 
hold, the kingdom of God is within you. 

Bomans ziv. 
17 For the kingdom of God is not meat and drink; but 
righteousness, and peace, and joy in the Holy Ghost. 



lY. Christ's kingdom shall appear at His se- 
cond coming in power and great glory. 

Revelation zi. 

15 And the seventh a^el sounded ; and there were great 
voices in heaven saying. The kingdoms of this world are be- 
come the kingdoms of our Lord, and of his Christ ; and he 
shall reign for ever and ever. 

16 And the four and twenty elders, which sat before God 
on their seats, fell u^on their faces, and worshipped God, 

17 Saying, We give thee thanks, O Lord God Almighty, 
which art, and wast, and art to come ; because thou hast taken 
to theo thy great power, and hast reigned. 
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y. Christ's fiiture kingdom, shall usher in the 
reign of righteousness, blessedness, and peace. 

Fsalm Ixxii. 

7 In Hs days shall the righteous flourish ; and abundance 
of peace so long as the moon endureth. 

8 He shall have dominion also from sea to sea, and from 
the river imto the ends of the earth. 

Luke i. 

31 Behold, thou shalt conceive in thy womb, and bring 
forth a son, and shalt call his name JESuS. 

32 He shall be great, and shall be caUed the Son of the 
Highest : and the Lord God shall give unto him the throne of 
his father David : 

33 And he shall reign over the hoifto of Jacob for ever : 
and of his kingdom there shall be no end. 



VI. The believing people of God shall enjoy 
Christ's kingdom, and this life is the appointed 
time for their being made meet for that blessed 
inheritance. 

Matthew zxv. 
34 Then shall the King say unto them on his right hand. 
Gome, ye blessed of my Father, iiJierit the kingdom prepared 
for you from the foundation of the world. 

Luke zdi. 

28 Ye are they which have continued with me in my temp- 
tations. 

29 And I appoint imto you a kingdom, as my Father hath 
appointed unto me ; 

30 That ye may^ eat and drink at my table in my kingdom, 
and sit on thrones judging the twelve tribes of Israel. 

Golossians i. 

12 Giving thanks unto the Father, which hath made us 
meet to be partakers of the inheritance of the saints in light : 

13 Who nath delivered us from the power of darkness, and 
hath translated us into the kingdom of ms dear Son. 
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YII. Christ as King of Kings shall overcome all 
his enemies, and in His Kingdom He shall re- 
ceiye umversal homage. 

Psalm Ixzii. 

9 They tliat dwell in the wilderness shall bow before him ; 
and his enemies shall lick the dnst. 

10 The kings of Tarshish and of the isles shall bring pre- 
sents : the kings of Sheba and Seba shall offer gifts. 

11 Yea, all kings shall fall down before him : all nations 
shall serve him. 

12 For he shall deliver the needy when he crieth ; the poor 
also, and him that hat}! no helper. 

PsaJm ex. ^ 

1 The Lord said unto my Lord, Sit thou at my right hand, 
until I make thine enemies thy footstool. 

2 The Lord shall send the rod of thy strength oat of Zion : 
rule thou in the midst of thine enemies. 

Mark xii. 
36 David himself said by the Holy Ghost, The Lord said 
to my Lord, Sit thou on my right hand, till I make thine 
enemies thy footstool. 



Vin. The followers of CJhrist, the joint-heirs of 
his kingdom^ earnestly pray for, yet patiently 
wait his return ; when he shaU come as '^ the 
rightful king," and take to himself his great 
power and reign.

10. Thy kingdom come. Thy will be done in earth, as it is 

in heaven. 

James v. 
7 Be patient, therefore, brethren, unto the coming of the 
Lord. Behold, the husbandman waiteth for the precious

10 Thou wilt not leave my soul in hell ; neither wilt thou 
suffer thine Holy One to see corruption. 

Matthew xx. 

17 Jesus going up to Jerusalem took the twelve disciples 
apart in the way, and said unto them, 

18 Behold, we go up to Jerusalem ; and the Son of man 
shall be betrayed unto ^e chief priests and unto the scribes, 
and they shall condemn him to deat^ 

19 And shall deliver him to the Gentiles to mock, and to 
scourge, and to crucify him : and the third day he shall rise 
again. 

Johnii. 

19 Jesus answered and said unto them, Destroy this temple, 
and in three days I will raise it up. 

20 Then said the Jews, Forty and six years was this tem- 
ple in building, and wilt thou rear it up in three days ? 

21 But he spake of the temple of his body. 



n. Christ was the first who arose from the dead 
in the power of inmiortal life not again to die. 
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Actfl'zzvi. 

22 "Hanufs therefore obtained help of €k>d, I contiiine onto 
this day, witnessing both to small and great, saying none 
other things than those which the prophets and Mosesdid say 
should come : 

28 That Christ should suffer, and that he should be the 
first that should rise from the dead, and should shew light un- 
to the peojile, and the Gentiles. 

1 Corinthians X7. 

23 But every man in his own order : Christ the first-fruits > 
aftenmrds they that are Chrisl^s at his coming. 



in. The Besurrection of Christ was necessary 
for the ftilfilment of Scripture, and for the re- 
demption of sinners. 

Luke xxiv. 

45 Then opened he their understanding, that they might 
understand the scriptures. 

46 And said unto them, thus it is written, and thus it be- 
hoved Christ to suffer, and to rise from the dead the third 
day: 

47 And that repentance and remission of sins should be 
preached in his name among all nations, begimung at Jerusa- 
lem. 

Bomans iv. 

25 Who was delivered for our offences, and was raised again 
for our justification. 

1 Corinthians xv. 

17 If Christ be not raised, your faith is vain ; ye are yet in 
your sins. 



IV. Christ on several occasions after his resur- 
rection appeared to his disciples, and gave infiilli- 
ble proofs of his resurrection. 

Matthew nviii. 
8 They departed quicklv from the sepulchre with fear and 
great joy; and did ran to bxing his disciples woard. 
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9 And as they went to tell his disdples, behold. Jesus met 
them, saying, All hail. And they came and held him by the 
feet, and worshipped him. 



John 

18 Mary Magdalene came and told the disciples that she 
had seen the Lord, and that he had spoken these things nnto 
her. 

19 Then the same day at evening, being the first day of the 
week, when the doors were shut where the disciples w^ as- 
sembled for fear of the Jews, came Jesns and stood in the 
midst, and saith unto them, Peace be unto you. 

2Q And when he had so said, he shewed unto them his 
hands and his side. Then were the disciples glad, when they 
saw the Lord. 

26 And after eight days again his disciples were within, and 
Thomas with them : then came Jesus, the doors being shut, 
and stood in the midst, and said Peace be unto you. 

27 Then saith he to Thomas, Beach hither thy finger, and 
behold my hands ; and reach hither thy hand, and thrust it 
into my side : and be not faithless, but believing. 

1 Corinthians zv. 

3 For I delivered unto you first of all that which I also re- 
ceived, how that Christ died for our sins according to the 
scriptures: 

4 And that he was buried, and that he rose again the third 
day according to the scriptures : 

6 And that he was seen of Cephas, then of the twelve : 

6 After that, he was seen of about five hundred brethren at 
once; of whom the greater part remain unto this present, 
but some are fallen asleep. 

7 After that he was seen of James ; then of all the apostles. 

8 And last of all he was seen of me also, as of one bom 
out of due time. 



Y. The resurrection of Christ was an evidence 
of his divine nature, of the all-sufficiency of His 
sacrifice, and an attestation that in him and his 
atoning work the Father was ^* well-pleased."

THE ASCENSION OE CHRIST. 

I. The ascension of Clirist, as well as His resur- 
rection, was the frequent subject of prophecy in 
the Old Testament Scriptures. 

Psalm zvi. 

10 For thou wilt not leaye my soul in hell ; neither wilt 
thon suffer thine Holy One to see corruption. 

11 Thou wilt shew me the path of life : in thy presence is 
fulness of joy; at thy right hand there are pleasures for ever- 
more. 

Psalm Ixviii. 
18 Thou hast ascended on high, thou hast led captivity 
captiTe : thou hast received gifts from men ; yea, for the rebel- 
lious also, that the Lord God mi^ht dwell among them. 

Psalm ex. 

. 1 The Lord said unto my Lord, Sit thou at my right hand, 
until I make thine enemies thy footstool. 



II. The ascension of Christ was typified by the 
high priest, on the day of atonement, entering into 
the holy place with the blood of the sacrifice, to 
present it for the sins of Grod's chosen people. 

Levitic^is jcvi. 

15 Then shaU he kill the goat of the sin offering, that is for 
the people, and bring his blood within the vail, and do vnth 
that blood as he did with the blood of the bullock, and sprinkle 
it upon the mercy seat, and before the mercv seat ; 

16 And he shaU make an atonement for tne holy place, be- 
cause of the uncleanness of the children of Israel, and because 
of their transgressions in all their sins : and so shall he do for 
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tHe tabernacle of the oong^gatioii, that remaineth among 
them in the m'dst of their nncleanness. 

17 And there shall be no man in the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation TV ben he goeth in to make an atonement in the holy 
place, nntil he come ont, and have made an atonement for 
nimBelf, and for his household, and for all the congregation of 
Israel. 

Hebrews iz. 

6 Now when these things were thns ordained, the priests 
went always into the first tabernacle, accomplishing the ser- 
"vice of God. 

7 But into the second went the high priest alone once every 
year, not without blood, which he offered for himself, and for 
the errors of the people. 

8 The Holy Ghost this signifying, that the way into the 
holiest of all was not yet made mamfest, while as the first 
tabernacle was yet standing : 

9 Which was a figure for the time then present, in which 
were offered both gifts and sacrifices, that could not make him 
that did the service perfect, as pertaining to the conscience : 

10 Which stood only in meats and drinks, and divers wash- 
ings, and carnal ordinances, imposed on them until the time 
of reformation. 

11 But Christ being come an high priest of good things to 
come, by a greater and more perfect tabernacle, not made with 
hands, that is to say, not of this building ; 

12 Neither by the blood of goats and calves, but by his own 
blood he entered in once into the holy place, having obtained 
eternal redemption for us. 



m. An interval of forty days elapsed between 
the resTirrectioD of Christ and liis ascension, during 
wliicli time He instructed the Apostles in the 
things pertaining to His kingdom. 

Acts i. 

1 The former treatise have I made, Theophilus, of all 
that Jesus began both to do and teach, 

2 Until the day in which he was taken np, after that he 
through the Holy Ghost had given oommandments Tinto the 
apostles whom he had chosen :

V. The blessings of the new covenant, which are 
conferred through the operation of the Holy 
Spirit, are ever stated to depend on the ascension 
of Christ.

39 (Bnt this spake he of the Spirit, which the^ that believe 
on him shonld receive : for the Holy Ghost was not yet giTen ; 
because that Jesus was not yet glorified.) 

Chapter xvi.

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VI. An inestimable blessing derived from the 
ascension of Christ to his people, is, that He now 
appears in the presence of God as their Mediator, 
Intercessor, and Advocate, pleading for them His 
all-STifficient sacrifice of himself.

It is Christ that died, 
yea rather, that is risen a^ain, who is even at the right hand 
of God, who also maketh intercession for us.

4 Thy seed will I establish for ever, and build up thy 
throne to all generations. 

27 Also I will make him my firstborn, higher than the 
kings of the earth. 

28 My mercy will I keep for him for evermore, and my 
covenant shall stand fast with him. 

2 Timothy i. 

9 Who hath saved ns, and called ns with an holy calling, 
not according to our works, but according to his own purpose 
and grace, which was given us in Christ Jesus before the 
world began, 

10 But is now made manifest by the appearing of our Savi- 
our Jesus Christ, who hath abolished death, and nath brought 
life and immortality to light through the gospeL 



n. The Covenant is to the people of God an 
assured promise of light and life, blessedness and 
peace, unalterable, and everlasting. 

2 Samuel xtiii. 

4 He shall be as the light of the morniilg. when the srm 
Hseth, even a morning without clolids; as the tender grass 
Apringeth out of the eiuih by clear shining after rain. 

5 Although my house be not so with Qod;^ yet he hath 
Inade with me an eveflastiiig covenant, ordered in all things, 
and (sure* 
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Isaiah liv- 
10 For the moimtams shall depart, and the hills be re- 
moved ; hnt my kindness shall not depart from thee, neither 
shall the covenant of my peace be removed, saith the Lord 
that hath meroy on thee. 

Chapter Iv. 
3 Incline yonr ear, and come nnto me : hear, and your sonl 
shall live ; and I will make an everlasting covenant with yon, 
even the snre mercies of David. 

Hebrews xiii. 

20 Now the God of peace, that brought again from the 
dead our Lord Jesus, that great Shepherd of the sheep,

18 In that he saith^ A new covenant, he hath made the 
first old. Now that which decayeth and waxeth old is ready 
to vanish away. 



y. Our heavenly Eather — ^the &ithful Ood, is 
ever mindful of his covenant. 

Deuteronomy vii. 

Q Know therefore that the Lord thy God, he is God, the 
faithful Gk)d, which keepeth covenant and mercy with them 
that love him and keep his commandments to a thousand 
generations.

27 And many lepers were in Israel in the time of Eliseus 
the prophet ; and none of them were cleansed, saving Naaman 
the Syrian. 

28 And all they in the synagogue, when thoy heard these 
things, were filled with wrath, 

29 And rose up, and thrust him out of the city, and led 
him unto the brow of the hill whereon tiieir city was built, 
that they might cast him down headlong. 

80 But he passing through the midst of them went his way* 
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VTTI. Christ prayed for the elect of Q-od. 

John xvii. 

6 I have manifested thy name nnto the men which then 
gavest me ont of the world : thine they were, and thqp gavest 
them me : and they have kept thy wora.

10 Wherefore the rather, brethren, give diligence to maSe 
your calling and election sure : for if ye do these things, ye 
shall never fail : 

11 For so an entrance shall be ministered unto you abun- 
dantly into the everlasting kingdom of our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ. 



X. The glory of G-od is the final issue of 
Election. 

Isaiah hd. 

8 To appoint unto them that mourn in Zion, to give unto 
them beauty for ashes, the oil of joy fot mourning, the gar- 
ment of praise for the spirit of heaviness ; that they might 
be called trees of righteotisness, the planting of the Lord, 
that he might be gloried.

8 Blessed be the God and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
who hath blessed us with all spiritual blessings in heavenly 
places in Christ :

5 Having predestinated us unto the adoption of children by 
Jesus Christ to himself, according to the good pleasure of his 
will,

to eternal realities, and the sinner is put into pos- 
session of the blessings of the gospel.

25 Verily, verily, I say unto you. The hour is coming, and 
now is, when tiie dead shall hear the voice of the Son of Grod : 
flbid they that hear shall live. 

Bomans i. 

1 Paul, a servant of Jesus Christ, called to be an apostle, 
separated unto the gospel of Gt>d. 
6 Among whom are ye also the called of Jesus Christ. 

Ephesians ii. 
5 Even when we were dead in sins, hath quickened us to- 
gether with Christ, (by grace ye are saved.) 



II. The call of God is according to the election 
of grace, and must be, and is effectual.

7 To all that be in Borne, beloved of God, called to be 
saints : Grace to you. and peace from God our Father, and 
the Lord Jesus Christ.

V.' The call of Q-q^ is a high — a holy — a heaven- 
ly calliiig ; "because believers are thereby made 
partakers of the divine nature, and participate 
in high and heavenly privileges. 

Fhilippians iii. 

14 I press toward the mark for the prize of the high calling 
of God in Christ Jesus. 

2 Timothy i. 

9 Who hath saved us, and called us with an holy calling, 
not according to our works, but according to his own purpose 
and grace, which was given us in Chnst Jesus before Ike 
world began.

TTT . The Holy Spirit convinces of sin, and ap- 
plies to the guilty conscience the atoning merits of 
Christ for its pardon.

7 Nevertheless I tell you the truth ; It is expedient for you 
that I go away : for if I go not away, the Comforter wiU not 
oome nnto you ; but if I depart, I wul send him unto yon. 

8 And when he is come, he will reprove the world of sin, 
and of righteousness, and of judgment :

1 There ia therefore now no condemnation to them which 
are in Ohriat Jeana, who walk not after the fleah, bat after the 
Spirit. 

2 For the law of the Spirit of life in Chriat Jeaua hatli 
made me free from the law of ain and death. 

S For what the law could not do, in that it was weak 
through the flesh, God sending his own Son in the Ukeness of 
sinful flesh, and for sin, condemned sin in the flesh.

8 Jesus answered and said unto him, Yerily, verily, I say 
unto thee, Except a man be bom again, he cannot see the 
kingdom of God.

Except a 
man be bom of water and of the Spirit, he cannot enter the 
kingdom of God. 

6 That which is bom of the flesh is flesh ; and that which 
is bom of the Spirit is sjiirit.

6 Because ye are sons, God hath sent forth the Spirit of 
his Son into your hearts, crjring, Abba, Father. 

7 Wherefore thou art no more a servant, but a son : and if 
a son, then an heir of God through Christ.

16 In Christ Jesus neither circumcision availeth any thing, 
nor uncircumcision, but a new creature. 

16 And as many as walk according to this role, peace be on 
them, and mercy, and upon the Israel of God. 
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XI. Eegeneration is the Bovereign gift of Gk)d, 
and manifests his favor and love to His people.

21 I find then a law, that, when I wonH do good, evil is 
present with me.

18 Neither yield ye your members as instruments of un- 
righteousness unto sin: but yield yourselves unto Gt)d, as 
those that are alive from the dead, and your members as in- 
struments of righteousness unto God.

VI. Eegeneration is evidenced by &ith in Christ, 
by lioliness, and by love to the brethren. 

1 John V.

18 Which were bom, not of blood, nor of the will of the 
flesh, nor of the will of man, but of God.

26 Ye are all the children of Gt>d by faith in Christ Jesns. 
29 And if ye be Christ's, then are ye Abraham's seed, and 
heirs according to the promise. 

Ephesians i: 

5 Having predestinated us unto the adoption of cliildren 
by Jesus Cmnst to himself, according to the good pleasure of 
his will, 

6 To the praise of the glory of his grace, wherein he hath 
made us accepted in the beloved. 
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H. All the adopted children of our Heavenly 
J^ather are united in one family, become brethren 
of Christ, and are introduced to all the privileges 
of sons of God. 

John xz. 
17 Jesns saith unto her, Touch me not ; for I am not yet 
ascended to my Father : but go to my brethren, and say unto 
them, I ascend unto my Father, and your Father ; and to my 
God, and your Gt)d.

1 Behold, what manner of love the Father hath bestowed 
upon us, that we should be called the sons of God : therefore 
the world knoweth us not, because it knew him not.

IV. The work of the Spirit in the hearts of

V. Adoption into the family of God should lead 
to holiness of walk and conversation, and separa- 
tion fipom an ungodly world.

2 And walk in love, as Christ also nath loved us, and hath 
given himself for us an offering and a sacrifice to God for a 
sweet flmelling savour.

15 That ye may be blameless and harmless, the sons of 
God, without rebuke, in the midst of a crooked and perverse 
nation, among whom ye shine as lights in the world.

15 But as he which hath called you is holy, so 1^ ye holy 
in all manner of conversation.

yi. Adoption should be characterized by child- 
like confidence in the &vour of our Heavenly 
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^Father for the supply of every want. 

Matthew vL 

25 I say xmto yon, Take no thought for yoor lif e, what ye 
shall eat, or what ye shall drink ; nor yet for your body, what 
ye shall put on. Is not the life more than meat, and the body 
than raiment ? 

33 But seek ye first the kingdom of Gk>d, and his lighteoua- 
ness ; and all these things shall be added unto you. 

34 Take therefore no thought for the morrow : for the mor- 
row shall take thought for the things of itself. Sufficient unto 
the day is the evil thereof.

12 Take heed, brethren, lest there be in any of you an evil 
heart of unbelief, in depaxting from the living God. 

13 Bnt exhort one another daily, while it is called To-day ; 
lest any of yon be hardened through the deceitfolness of sin. 

Chapter iv. 
7 Again, he limiteth a certain day, saying in David, To- 
day, after so long a time ; as it is said, To-day if ye wfll hear 
his voice, harden not your hearts. 



SECTION XXIV. 

CONFESSION OF SIN. 

I. Confession of sin must be made to God, 
whom we offend by transgressing His holy law.

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n. It is the prerogatiye of God, and of Tfim 
alone, to forgive sin. 

Exodus zxziv. 
G A0 the Lord passed by before him, and prodaiiiied. The 
Lord, The Lord Qod, merc^nl and gracious, longsuflfonng, and 
irbundant in goodness and truth, 

7 Keeipnng mercy for thousands, forgiving iniquity and 
transgression, and sin, and that, will by no means clear the 
guilty. 

Isaiah zliii. 
85 I) even I, am he that blotteth out thy transgiesaionB for 
mine own sake, and will not remember thy sins. 

Daniel ix. 

8 Lord, to us belongeth confusion of face, to our kings, 
to our princes, tind to our fathers, because we have sinned 
against thee. 

9 To the Lord our God belong mercies and forgivenesses, 
though we have rebelled against him. 

Mark ii.

III. Confession of sin should be accompanied 
with prayer, self-abasement, and godly sorrow. 

Psalm xxxviii. 
18 I will declare mine iniquity ; I wiU be sorry for my sin.

1 Have mercy upon me, O God, according to thy loving- 
kindness : according unto the multitude of thy tender mercies 
biot out my transgressions. 

2 Wash me thoroughly from mine iniquity, and cleanse me 
from my sin. 

8 For I acknowledge my transgressions ; and my sin is ever 
before me. 

4 Against thee, thee only, have I sinned, and done this evil 
in thy sight: that thou mightest be justified when thou 
speakest, and be clear when thou judgest. 

2 Corinthians vii. 

9 I rejoice, not that yewere made sorry, but that ye sor- 
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rowed to repentance: for ye were made sorry after a godly 
manner, that ye might receive damage by ns in nothing. 

10 For godly sorrow worketh repentance to salvation not to 
be rex>ent^d of : bnt the sorrow of the world worketh death. 



IV. If we heartily confess our sins, Q-od has 
promised freely and fully to forgive us. 

1 John i, 
^ 7 The blood of Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth us from all 
sin. 

8 If we say that we have no sin, we deceive ourselves, and 
the trath is not in ns. 

9 If we confess onr sins, he is faithful and just to forgive 
ns our sins, and to cleanse us from all xmrighteousness. 



V. Unpardoned sin excludes from heaven.

23 The wages of sin is death.

19 The works of the flesh are manifest, which are these ; 
Adultery, fornication, uncleanness, lasciviousness, 

20 Idolatry, witchcraft, hatred, variance, emulations, wrath,

21 Envyings, murders, drunkenness, revellings, and such 
like : of the which I tell you before, as I have also told you in 
time past, that they which do such things shall not inherit the 
kingdom of God.

To public and social prayer the Lord has 
given the highest sanction and encouragement.

21 Then came Peter to him, and said. Lord, how oft shaU 
my brother sin against me, and I forgive him? tiU seven 

22 Jesns saith nnto him, I say not nnto thee. Until seven 
times : bnt, Until seventy times seven. 

25 When ye stand praying, forgive, if ye have ought 
against any : that yonr Father also which is in heaven may 
forgive you yonr trespasses, 

Bomans xii. 
19 Dearly beloved, avenge not yourselves, but rather give 
place unto wrath : for it is written, Vengeance is mine ; 1 
will repay, saith the Lord. 

^ 20 Therefore if thine enemy hunger, feed him ; if he thirst, 
give him drink : for in so doing thou shalt heap coals of fire 
on his head. 
21 Be not overcome of evil, but overcome evil with good. 



11. AH who rightly apprehend the paternal love 
and mercy of our heavenly Father, will be found 
tender-hearted and forgiving, after His perfect 
example. 
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Ltike vii. 

35 Wisdom is justified of all her children. 

36 And one of the Pharisees desired him that he wonld 
eat with him. And he went into the Pharisees's house, and 
sat down to meat. 

Acts vii. 

59 They stoned Stephen, calling npon God, and saying, 
Lford Jesns, receive my roirit. 

60 And he kneeled down, and cried with a lond voice. 
Lord, lay not this sin to their charge. And when he had said 
this he fell asleep. 

Ephesians iv. 
32 Be ye kind one to another, tender-hearted, forgiving 
one another, even as God for Christ's sake hath forgiven yon. 



III. Forgiveness should be accompanied by 
intercessory prayer, by forbearance, and by 
loying-kindness. 

Genesis xlv. 

4 Joseph said unto his brethren. Come near to me, I pray 
yon. And they came near. And he said, I am Joseph your 
brother, whom ye sold into E^^ypt. 

5 Now therefore be not gneved, nor angry with yourselves, 
that ye sold me hither : for God did send me before you to 
preserve life. 

10 And thou shalt dwell in the land of Goshen, and thou 
shalt be near unto me, thou, and thy children, and thy chil- 
dren's children, and thy flocks, and thy herds, and all that 
thou hast. 

Matthew v. 

44 I say unto you. Love your enemies, bless them that curse 
you, do good to them that hate you, and pray for them which 
despitefully use you, and perseoute you ; 

46 That ye may be the children of your Father which is in 
heaven : for he maketh his sun to rise on the evil and on the 
good, and sendeth rain on the just and on the uzgust. 

46 For if ye love them which love you, what reward have 
ye P do not even the jrablicans the same ? 

47 And if ye salute your brethren only, what do ye more 
than others ? do not even the publicans so P 

48 Be ^e therefore perfect, even as your Father which is 
in heaven is perfect. 
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Colossians iii. 
13 Forbearing one another, and forgiving one another, if 
any man have a quarrel against any : even as Christ forgave 
yon, 80 also do ye. 



IV. God will not forgive those who deny for- 
giveness to others. 

Matthew yi. 

14 If ye forgive men their trespasses, yonr heavenly Father 
will also forgive yon : 

15 Bnt if ye forgive not men their trespasses, neither will 
yonr Father forgive yonr treBj)asses. 

James ii. 
13 He shall have judgment without mercy, that hath shewed 
no mercy ; and mercy rejoiceth against judgment. 



V. Christ, in his teaching, illustrates by a para- 
ble the duty and necessity of forgiveness. 

Matthew xviii. 

23 Therefore is the kingdom of heaven likened unto a cer- 
tain king, which would take account of his servants. 

24 And when he had begun to reckon, one was brought 
unto him, which owed him ten thousand talents. 

25 But forasmuch as he had not to pay, his lord com- 
manded him to be sold, and his wife, and children, and all 
that he had, and payment to be made. 

26 The servant therefore fell down, and worshipped him, 
saying, Lord, have patience with me, and I will pay thee all. 

27 Then the Lord of that servant was moved with com- 
passion, and loosed him, and forgave him the debt. 



VI. — Our Eedeemer, by His example, teaches 
an ever-to-be-remembered lesson of free, unre- 
served forgiveness. 

Luke xxiii. 
33 When they were come to the place, wliich is called 
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Calvary, there they crucified him, and the malefactors, one on 
the right hand, and the other on the left. 

34 Then said Jesus, Father, forgive them ; for they know 
not what they do. And they parted his raiment, and cast 
loi». 



SECTION XXX. 

THE CHEISTIAN WABFAEE. 

I. The Cliristian soldier has deadly foes to 
contend against — the world, the flesh, and the 
devil. 

Galatians v. 

17 The flesh lusteth against the Spirit, and the Spirit 
against the flesh : and these are contrary the one to the other : 
so that ye cannot dp the things that ye would. 

18 But if ye be led of the Spirit, ye are not imder the law. 

19 Now the works of the flesh are manifest, which are 
these; Adultery, fornication, uncleanness, lasciviousness, 

20 Idolatry, witchcraft, hatred, variance, emulations, 
wrath, strife, seditions, heresies, 

21 Envyings, murders, drunkenness, revellings, and such 
like : of the which I tell you before, as I have also told you 
m time past, that they which do such things shall not inherit 
the kingdom of God. 

Ephesians vi. 
122 We wrestle not against flesh and blood, but against 
principalities, against powers, against the rulers of the dark- 
ness of this world, against spiritual wickedness in high places. 



II, The Christian cannot in his own strength 
maintain this warfare, but only by faith in Christ, 
the captain of his salvation, and under His banner 
of love. 
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Fsalm Ix. 
4 Thou hast given a banner to them that fear thee, that it 
may be displayed because of the tmth. 

Sone of Solomon ii. 
4 He brought me to me banqueting house, and his banner 
over me was love. 

2 Corinthians x. 

3 Though we walk in the flesh, we do not war after the 
flesh: 

4 (For the weapons of our warfare are not carnal, but 
mighty through God to the pulling down of strongholds ;) 

5 Casting down imaginations, and every high thing that 
exalteth itself against tiie knowledge of God, and bringeth 
into captivity every thought to the obedience of Christ. 

1 Timothy vi. 
12 Fight the good fight of faith, lay hold on eternal life, 
whereunte thou ^ also called, and hast professed a good pro- 
fession before many witnesses. 

Hebrews ii. 
10 It became him, for whom are all things, and by whom 
are all things, in bringing many sons unto glory, to nuike the 
captain of their salvation perfect through suflerings. 



III. All who engage in the warfare, must be 
watchful of the enemy, sit loose to the things 
of the world, and be prepared to endure hardness 
as good soldiers of Jesus Christ. 

1 Corinthians xvi. 
13 Watch ye, stand fast in the faith, quit you like men, be 
strong. 

1 Thessalonians v. 

6 Let us not sleep, as do others ; but let us watch and be 
sober. 

7 For they that sleep sleep in the night; and they that be 
drunken are drunken in the night. 

8 But let us, who are of the day, be sober, putting on the 
breastplate of faith and love ; and for an helmet, the hope of 
salvation. 
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2 Timothy ii. 

3 Thon, therefore, endure hardness, as a good soldier of 
Jesus Christ. 

4 No man that warreth entangleth himself with the affairs 
of this life ; that he may please him who hath chosen >iim to 
be a soldier. 

5 And if a man also strive for masteries, yet is he not 
crowned, except he strive lawfully. 

1 Peter v. 
8 Be sober, be vigilant ; because your adversary, the devil, 
as a roaring lion, walketh about, seeking whom he may de- 
vour. 

Jude. 
3 Beloved, when I gave all diligence to write unto you of 
the common salvation, it was needful for me to write unto 
you, and exhort you that ye should earnestly contend for the 
faith which was once delivered unto tiie saints. 



IV. The warfare must be undertaken in a spirit 
of prayer, with self-denial, and entire confidence 
in the power and willingness of Christ to save to 
the uttermost. 

Psalm xxvii. 

1 The Lord is my light and my salvation; whom shall 
I fear ? the Lord is the strength of my life j of whom shall 
I be afraid ? 

2 When the wicked, even mine enemies and my foes, came 
upon mo to eat up my flesh, they stumbled and fell. 

3 Though an host should encamp against me, my heart 
shall not fear : though war should rise against me, in ^is will 
I be confident. 

1 Corinthians ix. 

25 Every man that striveth for the mastery is temperate 
in all things. Now they do it to obtain a corruptible crown ; 
but we an mcorruptible. 

26 I therefore so run, not as uncertainly ; so fight I, not 
as one that beateth the air : 

27 But I keep under my body, and bring it into subjection : 
lest that by any means, when I have preached to others, I 
myself should be a castaway. 
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2 Timothy iv. 

7 I Have fought a good fight, I have finished my course, I 
have kept the faith : 

8 Henceforth there is laid up for me a crown of righteous- 
ness, which the Lord, the righteous judge, shall give me at 
that day : and not to me only, but unto all them also that love 
his appearing. 

V. The Christian soldier has had provided for 
him armour made proof against the darts of the 
enemy, every piece of which is essential, and 
cannot for a moment be laid aside. 

Romans xiii. 
12 The night is far spent, the day is at hand : let us there- 
fore cast off the works of darkness, and let us put on the ar- 
mour of light. 

Ephesians vi. 

10 Finally, my brethren, be strong in the Lord, and in the 
power of his might. 

11 Put on the whole armour of God, that ye may be able 
to stand against the wiles of the devil. 

12 For we wrestle not against flesh and blood, but against 
principalities, against powers, against the rulers of the dark- 
ness of this world, against spiritual wickedness in high places. 

13 Wherefore take unto you the whole armour of God, that 
ye may be able to withstand in the evil day, and having done 
all to stand. 

14 Stand therefore, having your loins girt about with truth, 
and having on the breastplate of righteousness ; 

15 And your feet shod with the preparation of the gospel 
of peace ; 

16 Above all, taking the shield of faith, wherewith ye shall 
be able to quench all the fiery darts of the wicked. 

17 And take the helmet of salvation, and the sword of the 
Spirit, which is the word of God : 

18 Fraying always with all prayer and supplication in the 
Spirit, and watching thereunto with all perseverance and sup- 
plication for all saints. 



VI. The Christian soldier is sustained in the 
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warfare by a sense of the continual presence of 
Christ, and by the assurance that every enemy 
shall in the end be utterly subdued. 

Fsalm xxrii. 
14 Wait on the Lord : be of good courage, and he shall 
strengthen thine heart : wait, I say, on the Lord. 

Fsalm cxl. 

7 O God the Lord, the strength of my salvation, thon hast 
covered my head in the day of battle. 

Micah vii. 

8 Bepoice not against me, O mine enemy : when I fall, I 
shall arise j when I sit in darkness, the Lord shall be a light 

unto me. 

Zechariah z. 

5 They shall be as mighty men, which tread down their 
enemies in the mire of the streets in the battle : and they shall 
fight, because the Lord is with them, and the riders on horses 
shall be confounded. 

2 Timothy iv. 

16 At my first answer no man stood with me, but all men 
forsook me : I pray God that it may not be laid to their 
charge. 

17 Notwithstanding the Lord stood with me, and strength- 
ened me ; that by me the preaching might be fully known, 
and that all the Gentiles might hear : and I was delivered out 
of the mouth of the lion. 

18 And the Lord shall deliver me from every evil work, 
and will preserve me unto his heavenly kingdom : to whom 
be glory for ever and ever. Amen. 

Bevelation xii. 

10 I heard a loud voice saying in heaven, Now is come sal- 
vation, and strength, and the kingdom of our God, and the 
power of his Christ : for the accuser of our brethren is cast 
down, which accused them before our God day and night. 

11 And they overcame him by the blood of the Lamb, and 
by the word of their testimony ; and they loved not their lives 
unto the death. 



VIL Those who through faith overcome in the 
warfare, shall not have their names blotted 
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out of the book of life ; but shall be acknow- 
ledged by Christ in the presence of His Father. 

Bevelation ii. 

7 He that hath an ear, let him hear what the Spirit saith 
nnto the churches ; To him that overcometh will I give to eat 
of the tree of life, which is in the midst of the paradise of 
God. 

17 To him that overcometh will I give to eat of the hidden 
manna, and will give him a white stone, and in the stone a 
new name written, which no man knoweth saving he tiliat re- 
ceiveth it. 

28 And I will give him the morning star. 

Chapter iii. 

5 He that overcometh, the same shall be clothed in white 
raiment ; and I will not blot oat his name out of the book of 
life, but I will confess his name before my Father, and before 
his angels. 

21 To him that overcometh will I grant to sit with me in 
my throne, even as I also overcame, and am set down with my 
Father in his throne. 

Chapter zxi. 

7 He that overcometh shall inherit all things ; and I will 
be his God, and he shall be my son. 



SECTION XXXI. 

AFFLICTION. 



I. Man, in consequence of the fall, is bom to 
affliction. 

Genesis iii. 

16 Unto the woman, he said, I will greatly multiply thy 
sorrow and thy conception ; in sorrow thou shalt bring forth 
children ; and thy desire shall be to thy husband, and he shall 
rule over thee. 

17 And unto Adam he said, Because thou hast hearkened 
unto the voice of thy wife, and hast eaten of the tree, of which 
I commanded thee, saying. Thou shalt not eat of it : cursed 
is the ground for thy sake ; in sorrow, shaJt thou eat of it aU 
the days of thy life ', 
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18 Thorns also and thistles shall it bring forth to thee ; and 
thou shalt eat the herb of the field ; 

19 In the sweat of thy face shalt thou eat bread, till thon 
return nnto the gronnd ; for out of it wast thou taken : for 
dust thou art, and unto dust shalt thou return. 

Job V. 

6 Although affliction cometh not forth of the dust, neither 
doth trouble spring out of the ground ; 

7 Yet man is b^m unto trouble, as the sparks fly upward. 

Chapter xiv. 
1 Man that is bom of a woihan is of few days, and fall of 
trouble. 



II. Our heavenly Father sends affliction, not 
willingly, but as He, in His inscrutable wis- 
dom, sees needful for the parental discipline and 
well being of his children. 

Job V. 

17 Behold, happy is the man whom God correcteth : there- 
fore despise not thou the chastening of the Almighty : 

18 For he maketh sore, and bindeth up : he woundeth, and 
his hands make whole. 

19 He shall deliver thee in six troubles : yea, in seven there 
shall no evil touch thee. 

Psalm Ixvi. 

10 Thou, O God, hast proved us : thou hast tried us, as 
silver is tried. 

11 Thou broughtest us into the net ; thou laidest affliction 
upon our loins. 

12 Thou hast caused men to ride over our heads ; we went 
through fire and through water : but thou broughtest us out 
into a wealthy place. 

Lamentations iii. 
81 The Lord will not cast off for ever : 

32 But though he cause grief, yet will he have compassion 
according to the multitude of his mercies. 

33 For he doth not afllict willingly nor grieve the children 
of men. 
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m. The commission of sin is oftentimes directly 
visited with affliction. 

2 Samuel xii. 

13 David said unto Nathan, I have sinned against the Lord. 
And Nathan said unto David, The Lord also hath put away 
thy sin ; thou shalt not die. 

14 Howbeit, because by this deed thou hast given great oc- 
casion to the enemies of the Lord to blaspheme, the child also 
that is bom unto thee shall surely die. 

Psalm Ixzzix. 
80 If his children forsake my law, and walk not in my 
judgments ; 

31 If they break my statutes, and keep not my command- 
ments; 

32 Then will I visit their transgression with the rod, and 
their iniquity with stripes. 



lY. Afflictions are less than deserved, and are 
ever tempered with mercy. 

Ezra ix. 
13 After all that is come upon us for our evil deeds, and for 
our great trespass, seeing that thou our God hast punished us 
less than our iniquities deserve, and hast given us such deh- 
verance as this. 

Psalm Ixzviii. 

38 He, being full of compassion, forgave their iniquities, 
and destroyed them not: yea, many a time turned he his 
anger away, and did not stir up all his wrath. 

39 For he remembered that they were but flesh ; a wind 
that passeth away, and cometh not again. 

Psalm ciii. 

10 He hath not dealt with us after our sins ; nor rewarded 
us according to our iniquities. 

11 For as the heaven is high above the earth, so great is his 
mercy toward them that fear him. 

Micah vii. 
9 I will bear the indignation of the Lord, because I have 
sinned against him, until he plead my cause, and ezecnte 
judgment for me : he will bring me forth to the light, and I 
ahaJl behold his righteousness. 
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y. Afflictions are means used by G-od to con- 
vince of sin, and lead men to seek their Heavenly 
Father in contrition of heart. 

Psalin czix. 

67 Before I was afflicted I went astray ; bnt now have I 
ke^ thy word. 

71 It is good for me that I have been afflicted; that I might 
learn thy statutes. 

75 I know, O Lord, that thy judgments are right, and that 
thou in faithfuhiess hast afflicted me. 

76 Let, I pray thee, ihy merciful kindness be for my com- 
fort, according to thy word unto thy servant. 

Proverbs xvii. 
3 The fining pot is for silver, and the fomaoe for gold ; but 
the Lord trieth the hearts. 

Luke XV. 

16 He would fain have filled his belly with the husks that 
the swine did eat : and no man gave unto him. 

17 And when he came to himself, he said, How many hired 
servants of my father^s have bread enough and to spare, and 
I perish with hunger ! 

18 I will arise and go to my father, and will say unto him. 
Father, I have sinned against heaven, and before tnee, 

19 And am no more worthy to be called thy son : make me 
as one of thy hired servants. 



VI. The people of God are not exempt from 
affliction, and they often suffer for their con- 
sistent profession of the gospel. 

Matthew zziv. 
9 Then shall they deliver you up to be afflicted, and shall 
kill you : and ye shall be hated of all nations for my name's 
sake. 

John zvi. 
33 These things 1 have sx)oken unto you, that in me ye 
might have peace. In the world ye shall have bibulation : 
but be of good cheer ; I have overcome the world. 
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» 2 Timotliy ill. 

10 But thou hast fully known my doctrine, manner of life, 
purpose, faith, longsuffering, charity, patience, 

11 Persecutions, afflictions, which came unto me at Anti- 
och, at Iconium, at Lystra ; what persecutions I endured : but 
out of them all the Lord delivered me. 

12 Yea, and all that will live godly in Christ Jesiis shall 
suffer persecution. 

18 ^ut evil men and seducers shall wax worse and worse, 
deceiving, and being deceived. 



VII. The people of God should be much in 
prayer at all times, but especially in seasons 
of affliction. 

Psalm zzv. 

16 Turn thee unto me, and have mercy upon me : for I am 
desolate and afflicted. 

17 The troubles of my heart are enlarged : O bring thon 
me out of my distresses. 

22 Bedeem Israel, O God, out of all his troubles. 

Psalm 1. 

14 Offer unto God thanksgiving ; and pay thy vows unto 
the most High : 

15 And call upon me in the day of trouble : I will deliver | 
thee, and thou shalt glorify me. 

Psalm cii. 

1 Hear my prayer, Lord, and let my cry come unto thee. 

2 Hide not thv face from me in the day when I am 
trouble ; incline thine ear unto me : in the day when I ca 
answer me speedily. 



VIII. Affliction exercises the graces of patienc 
and humility in G-od's people ; tries their faitl 
and tends to fruitfulness and good works : t/iu 
afflictions become blessings in disguise. 
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Gtonesis xzii. 

1 It came to jpaas after these things, that God did tempt 
Abraham, and said nnto him, Abraham : and he said, Behold, 
here I am. 

2 And he said. Take now thy son, thine only son, Isaac, 
whom thon loTest, and get thee into the land of Moriah, and 
offer him there for a burnt offering upon one of the momitains 
which I will tell thee of. 

S And Abraham rose up early in the momin|r, and saddled 
his ass, and took two of his young men with him, and Isaac 
his son, and clave the wood for the burnt offering, and rose 
up, and went unto the place of which God had told him. 

10 And Abraham stretdied forth his hand, and took the 
knife to slay his son. 

11 And the angel of the Lord called unto him out of 
heaven, and said, Abraham, Abraham : and he said, here am I. 

12 And he said, Lay not thine hand upon the lad, neither 
do thou any thing unto him : for now I know that thou f ear- 
est Grod, seeing iJ^ou hast not withheld thy son, thine only son 
from me. 

Isaiah zlviii. 
10 Behold, I have refined thee, but not with silver ; I have 
chosen thee in the furnace of affliction.

2 Every branch in me that beareth not fruit he taketh 
away : and every branch that beareth fruit, he purgeth it, 
that it may bring forth more fruit. 

Bomans v. 

3 Not only so, but we glory in tribulations also : knowing 
that tribulation worketh patience ; 

4 And patience, experience ; and experience, hope. 



IX. Consolation in affliction is sought in vain 
from the world. 

Psalm xzvii. 
5 In time of trouble he shall hide me in his pavilion : in 
the secret of his tabernacle shall he hide me : he shall set 
me upon a rock. 

10 When my father and my mother forsake' me, then the 
Lord will take me up. 

PsaJm box. 
19 Thou hast known m^ reproach, and my shame, and my 
dishonour ; mine adversaries are all before thee. 
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20 Reproach hath broken my heart ; and I am full of hea- 
YincsB: and I looked for some to take pity, bnt there was 
none ; and for comforters, bnt I f onnd none. 

Psalm cxlvi. 
3. Pat not yonr tmst in princes, nor in the son of man, 
in whom there is no help. 

4 His breath goeth forth, be retnmeth to his earth: in 
that very dajr his tiionghts perish. 

5 Happy is he that hath the Qod of Jacob for his helpi 
whose hope is in the Lord his GKkL 



X. The Lord Jesus when on earth gave re- 
peated proofs of his exceeding tenderness and 
sympathy towards those suffering under afflic- 
tion. 

Lnke vii. 

12 Now when he came nigh to the gate of the city, behold, 
there was a dead man carried out, the only son of his mother, 
and she was a widow : and mucb people of the city was with 
her. 

13 And \^hen the Lord saw her, he had compassion on her, 
and said nnto her, Weep not. 

14 And he came and touched the bier : and they that bare 
him stood still. And he said. Young man, I say unto thee, 
Arise. t 

15 And he that was dead sat up, and began to speak. And 
he delivered him to his mother. 

John xi. 

32 When Mary was come where Jesus was, and saw him, 
she fell down at his feet, saying unto him. Lord, if thou 
hadst been here, my brother had not died. 

33 When Jesus therefore saw her weeping, and the Jews 
also weeping which came with her, he groaned in the spirit, 
and was troubled, 

34 And said. Where have ye laid him ? They said unto 
him. Lord, come and see. 

35 Jesus wept. 
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XI. The people of G-od should in seasons of 
affliction, as at other times, take encouragement 
from former mercies, and trust in the loving- 
kindness of their heavenly Father. 

Job xiii. 
15 Though he slay me, yet will I trust in him : but I wiU 
maintain mine own ways before him. 

Psalm cxvi. 

7 Return unto thy rest, O my soulj for the Lord hath 
dealt bountifully with thee. 

8 For thou hast delivered my soul from death, mine eyes 
from tears, and my feet from falhng. 

Hosea vi. 

1 Come, and let us return unto the Lord : for he hath torn, 
and he will heal us ; he hath smitten, and he will bind us up. 

2 After two days will he revive us : in the Uiird day he 
vdll raise us up, and we shall live in his sight.

Naked came I out of my mother's womb, and 
naked shaU I return thither : the Lord gave, and the Lord 
hath taken away ; blessed be the name of the Lord.

12 Patient in tribulation.

2 My brethren, count it all joy when ye fall into divers 
temptations ; 

3 Knowing this, that the trying of your faith worketh pa- 
tience. 
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4 Bat let patience have lier perfect work, that ye may be 
perfect and entire, wanting nothing. 

Chapter v. • 

10 Take, my brethren, the prophets, who have spoken in 
the name of the Lord, for an example of suffering affliction, 
and of patience. 

11 Behold, we count them happy which endure. Ye have 
heard of the patience of Job, and have seen the end of the 
Lord ; that the Lord is very pitiful, and of tender mercy. 



XIII. The people of Grod, should take Christ as 
their example, when suffering under affliction. 

Hebrews xii. 

1 Seeing we also are compassed about with so great a cloud 
of witnesses, let us lay aside every weight, and the sin which 
doth so easily beset us, and let us run with patience the race 
that is set before us. 

2 Looking unto Jesus the author and finisher of our faith ; 
who for the joy that was set before him endured the cross, de- 
spising the shame, and is set down at the right hand of the 
throne of Grod. 

3 For consider him that endured such contradiction of 
sinners against himself, lest ye be wearied and faint in your 
minds. 

1 Peter ii. 

21 Even hereunto were ye called: because Christ also 
suffered for us, leaving us an example, that ye should follow 
his steps: 

22 Who did no sin, neither was guile found in his mouth : 

23 Who, when he was reviled, reviled not again : when he 
suffered, he threatened not: but committed himself to him 
that judgeth righteously : 

24 Who his own self bare our sins in his own body on the 
tree, that we, being dead to sins, should live unto righteous- 
ness : by whose stripes ye were healed. 



XIV. The people of God should pray for their 
brethren in affliction, and be ready to succour 
and comfort them. 
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Isaiah Iviii. 
10 If thou draw out thy soul to the hungry, and satisfy the 
afflicted soul ; then shall thy light rise in obscurity, and thy 
darkness be as the noon day. 

BfOmans xii. 
15 Bqjoioe with them that do rejoice, and weep with them 
that weep. 

Gralatians yi. 

2 Bear ye one another's burdens, and so fulfil the law of 
Christ. 

Hebrews ziii. 

3 Bemember them that are in bonds, as bound with them ; 
and them which suffer adversity, as being yourselves also in 
the body.

I. The people of Q-od are privileged to have 
assurance of their adoption ; of their union with 
the Lord Jesus Christ ; and of their final pre- 
servation in Him.

26 And though after my skin worms destroy this body, 
yet in my flesh shall I see God. 

Isaiah xii. 

2 Behold, God is my salvation ; I will trust, and not be 
afraid : f or the Lord JEHOVAH is my strength and my song, 
he also is become my salvation. 

3 Therefore with joy shall ye draw water out of the wells 
of salvation. 

Romans viii. 

38 I am persuaded, that neither death, nor life, nor angels, 
nor principelitieB, nor powers, nor things present, nor things 
to come, 

39 Nor height, nor depth, nor any other creature, shall be 
able to separate us from the love of God, which is in Christ 
Jesus our Lord. 
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1 John iii. 

2 Beloved, now are we the sons of God, and it doth not 
yet appear what we shall be : bnt we know ihaJb, when he 
shall appear, we shall be like him ; for we shall see him as he is.

II. The people of Q-od are privileged to have 
assurance of comfort in affliction ; support in 
death ; and resurrection in glory. 

Psalm xrii. 

15 As for me, I will behold thy face in righteonsness : I 
shall be satisfied, when I awake, with thy likeness. 

Psalm xxiii. 
4 Yea, though I walk through the valley of the shadow of 
death, I will fear no evil : for thou art with me ; thy rod and 
thy staff they comfort me. 

Psalm Isdii. 
26 My flesh and my heart faUeth : bnt God is the strength 
of my heart, and my portion for ever. 

2 Corinthians iv. 

16 For which caiise we faint not ; bat though our outward 
man perish, yet the inward man is renewed day by day. 

17 For our light affliction^ which is but for a moment, work* 
eth for us a far more exceeding and eternal weight of glory. 



in. Assurance of salvation and acceptance witb 
G-od, is a fniit of faith in Christ, and is matured 
and confirmed by love. 

2 Timothy i. 
12 For the which cause I also suffer these things : never- 
theless I am not ashamed : for I know whom I have believed, 
.and am persuaded that he is able to keep that which I have 
committed unto him against that day. 

Hebrews vi. 
19 Which hope we have as an anchor of the soul, both sure 
and stedf ast, and which entereth into that within the veil. 
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1 John iii. 
14 We know that we have passed from death unto life, be- 
cause we love the brethren. He that loveth not his brother 
abideth in death. 



IV. Believers are enjoined to give diligence to 
attain to assurance. - 

Hebrews vi. 
11 We desire that every one of you do shew the same dili- 
gence to the fuU assurance of hope unto the end. 

2 Peter i. 
10 Wherefore the rather, brethren, give diligence to make 
your calling and election sure : for if ye do these things, ye 
shall never fall. 



V. Assurance grounded exclusively on the 
merits of Christ is not presumption; but is 
accrediting God, and honouring His word. 

Ephesians iii. 

12 In whom we have boldness and access with confidence 
by the faith of him. 

Philippians i. 
6 Being confident of this very thing, that he which hath 
begun a good work in you will perform it until the day of 
Jesus Christ. 

1 John V. 

13 These things have I written unto you that believe on 
the name of the Son of God ; that ye may know that ye have 
eternal life, and that ye may believe on ihe name of the Son 
of God. 



VI. Assurance will be possessed and enjoyed 
in proportion as the gospel is understood and 
embraced. 

Colossians ii. 
1 I would that ye knew what great conflict I have for you 
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and for them at Laodicea, and for as many as baye not seen 
my face in the flesh ; 

2 That their heaits might be comforted, being knit toge- 
ther in love, and unto all riches of the fall assurance of 
nnderstanding, to the acknowledgment of the mystery of God, 
and of the Father, and of Christ ; 

3 In whom are hid all the treasures of wisdom and know- 
ledge. 

1 Thessalonians i. 

5 Oor Gospel came not unto you in word only, but also 
in power, and m the Holy Ghost, and in much assurance ; as 
ye know what manner of men we were among you for your 
sake. 

6 And ye became followers of us, and of the Lord, having 
received the word in much affliction, with joy of the Hoi; 
Ghost. 



YII. The believer who has the fullest assuTance 
of salvation through the finished work of Christ, 
will be found doing most for the promotion of His 
glory. 

Isaiah xzxii. 
17 The work of righteousness shall be peace ; and the effect 
of righteousness quietness and assurance for ever. 

1 John ii. 

4 He that saith I know him, and keepeth not his command* 
ments, is a liar, and the truth is not in him. 

6 But whoso keepeth his word, in him verily is the love of 
God pei^ected ; her^y know we that we are in him. 

6 He that saith he abideth in him ought himself also so to 
walk, even as he walked. 



VIII. None can hope to enjoy the blessing of 
assurance, without habitually crucifying the flesh, 
and walking humbly with God. 

Psalm zxv. 
14 The secret of the Lord is with them that fear him, and 
he will shew them his covenant. 
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Acts xxiv. 

15 And have hope toward God, which they themselves also 
allow, that there shall be a resurrection of the dead, both of 
the just and unjust. 

16 And herein do I exercise mvself , to have always a con- 
science void of offence toward God, and toward men. 

1 John iii. 

18 Mv little children, let us not love in word, neither in 
tongue ; out in deed and in truth. 

19 And hereby we know we are of the truth, and shall 
assure our hearts before him. 

20 For if our heart condemn us, God is greater than our 
heart, and knoweth all things. 

21 Beloved, if our heart condemn us not, then have we 
confidence toward God. 

24 And he that keepeth his commandments dwelleth in 
him, and he in him. And hereby we know that he abideth in 
us, by the Spirit which he hath given us. 



IX. Every true believer may, in the assurance 
of faith, affirm with the apostle, "henceforth 
there is laid up for me a crown of righteous- 
ness." 

2 Timothy iv. 

6 I am now ready to be offered, and the time of my de- 
parture is at hand. 

7 I have fought a good fight, I have finished my course, I 
have kept the faith : 

8 Henceforth there is laid up for me a crown of righteous- 
ness, which the Lord, the righteous judge, shall give mo at 
that day : and not to me only, but unto all them also that 
love his appearing. 



SECTION XXXIII. 

THE CHUECH. 
I. The Church of Christ is the whole com- 
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pany of true believers ; which, collectively, are 
called the body of Christ. 

Ephesians i. 

22 And hath pnt all things nnder his feet, and gave him to 
be the head over all things to the chnrch. 

23 Which is his body, the fulness of him that fiUeth all 
in aJl. 

Chapter iv. 

11 He gave some, apostles ; and some, prophets : and some, 
evangelists ; and some, pastors and teachers ; 

12 For the perfecting of the saints, for the work of the 
ministry, for the edifying of the body of Christ. 

Bomans ii. 

28 He is not a Jew, which is one ontwardly; neither ia 
that circumcision, which is ontward in the flesh : 

29 But he is a Jew, which is one inwardly ; and circumci- 
sion is that of the heart, in the spirit, and not in the letter; 
whose praise is not of men, but of God. 



U. Christ, ALOKE, is head of His body the 
Church. 

Ephesians v. 
23 The husband is the head of the wife, even as Christ is 
the head of the church ; and he is the saviour of the body. 

Colossians i. 
18 He is the head of the body, the church : who is the be- 
ginning, the firstborn from the dead ; that in all things he 
might l^ave the pre-eminence. 



III. Christ is the only foundation upon which 
the Church is built. 

1 Corinthians iii. 
11 Other foundation can no man lay than that is laid, which 
is Jesus Christ. 

1 Peter ii. 
6 Wherefore also it is contained in the scripture. Behold, 1 
lay in Sion a chief comer stone, elect, preciotis} and he that 
believeth on him shall not be confounded. 
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7 Unto you therefore which believe he is precious : but 
unto them which be disobedient, the stono whicn the builders 
disallowed, the same is made the head of the comer, 

8 And a stone of stumbling, and a rock of offence, even to 
them which stumble at the word, being disobedient ; where- 
unto also they were appointed. 



IV. Not holding Christ as the one only head 
of the Church leads to idolatry. 

Golossians ii. 

18 Let no man beguile you of your reward in a voluntary 
humility and worshipping of angels, intruding into those 
things which he hath not seen, vainly puffed up by his fleshly 
mind, 

19 And not holding the Head, from which all the body by 
joints and hands having nourishment ministered, and knit to- 
gether, incrcaseth with the increase of God. 



V. Christ sanctifies his body the Church, and 
has purchased it with His blood. 

Acts xz. 
28 Take heed therefore unto yourselves, and to all the 
flock, over the which the Holy Ghost hath made you over- 
seers, to feed the church of God, which he hath purchased 
with his own blood. 

1 Coriuthians vi. 
11 Such were some of you : but ye are washed, but ye are 
sanctified, but ye are justiuod in the name of the Lord Jesus, 
and by the Spirit of our God. 

Ephesians v. 

25 Husbands, love your wives, even as Christ also loved 
the church, and gave himself for it; 

26 That he might sanctify and cleanse it with the washing 
of water by the word, 

27 That he might present it to himself a glorious church, 
not having spot, or wrinkle, or any such thing ; but that it 
should be holy and without blemish. 
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VI. The CHurch is an elect body, and clothed 
in the righteousness of Jesus. 

1 Peter v. 
13 The church that is at Babylon, elected together with 
you, saluteth you. 

Revelation xiz. 

7 Let UB be glad and regoice, and give honour to him : for 
the marriage of the Lamb is come, and his wife hath made 
herself ree^y. 

8 And to her was granted that she should be arrayed in 
fine linen, clean and white : for the fine linen is the righteous- 
ness of saints. 



VII. The Church is one in Christ. 

Bomans xii. 

4 As we have many members in one body, and all members 
have not the same office : 

5 So we, being many, are one body in Christ, and every 
one members one of another. 

1 Corinthians x. 
17 We being many are one bread, and one body : for we 
are all partakers of that one bread. 

Galatians iii. 
28 There is neither Jew nor Greek, there is neither bond 
nor free, there is neither male nor female : for ye are all one 
in Christ Jesus. 



Vni. The Church is the bride of Christ. 

Fsalm xlv. 

13 The king's daughter is all glorious within : her dothing 
is of wrought gold. 

14 She shall be brought unto the king in raiment of needle- 
work : the virgins her companions that follow her shall be 
brought unto thee. 

15 With gladness and rejoicing shall they be brought: 
they shall enter into the king's palace. 

Bevelation xxi. 
2 I John saw the holy city, new Jerusalem, coming down 
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from Qod out of heaven, prepared as a bride adorned for her 
husband. 

3 And I heard a great voice ont of heaven saying, Behold, 
the tabernacle of God is with men, and he will dwell with 
them, and they shall be his people, and God hims^ shall be 
with them, and be their God. 



IX. The wicked and unbelieying persecute the 
Church of Christ. 

Acts viii. 

1 Sanl was consenting unto his death. And at that time 
there was a great persecution against the chnrch which was 
at Jerusalem ; and they were all scattered abroad throughout 
the regions of Judea and Samaria, except the apostles. 

2 And devout men carried Stephen to his burial, and made 
great lamentation over him. 

3 As for Saul, he made havock of the church, entering 
into every house, and haling men and women committed them 
to prison. 

4 Therefore they that were scattered abroad went every 
where preaching the word. 

1 Thessalonians ii. 

14 Ye, brethren, became followers of the churches of God 
which in Judea are in Christ Jesus : for ye also have suffered 
like things of your own countrymen, even as they have of the 
Jews: 

15 Who both killed the Lord Jesus, and their own prophets, 
and have persecuted us ; and they please not God, and are 
contrary to all men. 



X. It is prophesied that the Church of Christ 
shall he universal. 

Isaiah ii. 
2 It shall come to pass in the last days, that the mountain 
of the Lord's house shall be estabUshed in the top of the 
mountains, and shall be exalted above the hills ; and all na- 
tions shall flow unto it. 

Ezekiel xvii. 
23 In the mountain of the height of Israel will I plant it : 
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and it shall bring forth booghL and bear £niit, and beagoodlj 
cellar : and under it shall dweU all fowl of erery wing ; in the 
shadow of the branches thereof shall they dweU. 

Daniel iL 
36 Then was the iron, the day, the biass, the nher, and 
the gold, broken to pieces together, and became l&e the duff 
of the sanuner threshing-floors ; and the wind canied them 
away, that no place was f onnd for them : and the stone that 
smote the image became a great monntainy and filled the 
whole earth. 



XI. By the term chubches in the New Testa- 
ment, is meant the different assemblies of be- 
lievers united for public worship. 

Acts XV. 
41 He went through fi^yria and Cilida^ confirming the 
churches. 

Chapter zvi. 
6 So were the churches established in the faith, and in* 
creased in number daily. 

Revelation i. 
4 John to the seven chm^ches which are in Asia : Grace 
be unto you, and peace, from him which is, and which was, 
and which is to come; and from the seven Spirits which are 
before his throne. 



XII. The various churches professing to hold 
Christ as their head, should esteem it a duty 
and privilege to cultivate, one with another, 
a spirit of union, Christian sympathy, and 
love. 

Psalm cxsziii. 

1 Behold, how good and how pleasant it is for brethren to 
dwell together in unity! 

8 As the dew of Hermon, and as the dew that descended 
upon the mountains of Zion : for there the Lord conmumded 
the blessing, even life for evermore. 
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Bomans xii. 
10 Be kindly aifectioiied one to another wilb brotherly 
love ; in honour preferring one another. 

Chapter rv. 
1 We then that are strong ought to bear the infirmities of 
the weak, and not to please ourselves. 

Fhilippians i. 
27 Only let your conversation be as it beoometh the gospel 
of Christ : that whether I come and see yon, or else be absent, 
I may hear of your affairs, that ye stand fast in one spirit, 
with one mind striving together for the faith of the gospel. 



SECTION xxxrv. 

THE SABBATH. 

I. The Sabbath (the word Sabbath meaning 
rest) was instituted by Grod to be observed 
on the seventh day, because that G-od had 
rested on that day from the works of crea- 
tion. 

Genesis ii. 

2 And on the seventh day God ended his work which he 
had made ; and he rested on the seventh day from all his work 
which he had made. 

3 And God blessed the seventh day, and sanctified it : be- 
cause that in it he had rested from all his work which God 
created and made. 

Exodus XX. 

9 Six days shalt thou labour, and do all thy work : 

10 But me seventh day is the sabbath of the Lord thy God : 
in it thou shalt not do any work, thou, nor thy son, nor thy 
daughter, thy manservant, nor thy maidservant, nor thy cattle, 
nor thy stranger that is within thy gates : 

11 "For in six days the Lord made heaven and earth, the 
sea, and all that in them is, and rested the seventh day: 
wherefore iJie Lord blessed the sabbath day and hallowed it. 



u 
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II. The obseirance of tlie Sabbath by Gt)d'8 
chosen people, the Jews, is recorded before the 
giying of the Liw, on the occasion of Grod 
sending to them the manna. 

Exodus xvi. 
23 And he said unto them. This is that which the Lord 
hath said, To-monow is the zest of the holy sabbath unto the 
Lord : bake that which ye will bake to day, and seethe that 
ye will seethe ; and that which remaineth over lay np for yon 
to be kept nntil the morning. 

29 See, for the Lord haw given yon the sabbath, therefore 
he giveth yon on the sixth day the bread of two days ; abide 
ye every man in his place, let no man go ont of his place on 
the seventh day. 

30 So the people rested on the seventh day. 



in. The observance of the Sabbath was after- 
wards enjoined to Israel on the additional 
grounds of their deliverance from Egyptian 
bondage. 

Deuteronomy v. 
15 And remember thou wast a servant in the land of Egypt) 



and that the Lord thy God brought thee out thence throngh 
a mighty hand and by a stretched out arm : therefore in 
Lord thy God commanded thee to keep the sabbath day. 



lY. Israel in keeping the Sabbath holy, did so 
by keeping it distinct from other days; by 
ceasing from all manner of labour; and dedi- 
cating it to the special worship and service of 
Qtoi. 

Nehemiah xiii. 
16 In those days saw I in Jndah some treading wine presses 
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on the sabbath, and bringing in sheayes, and lading asses ; as 
also -wine, grapes, and figs, and all manner of burdens, which 
they bronght into Jerusalem on the sabbath day i and I testi- 
fied against them in the day wherein they sold victuals. 

16 There dwelt men of Tyre also therein, which brought 
fish, and all manner of ware, and sold on the sabbath unto the 
children of Judah, and in Jerusalem. 

17 Then I contended with the nobles of Judah, and said 
unto them. What evil thing is this that ye do, and profane the 
sabbath day. 

Isaiah Ivi. 
2 Blessed is the man that doeth thu, and the son of man 
that layeth hold on it ; that keepeth the sabbath from pol- 
luting it, and keepeth his hand from doing any evil. 



V. Christ was Lord of the Sabbath ; and hon- 
oured it by His attendance and teaching at the 
stated assembly for worship. 

Mark ii. 
28 Therefore the Son of man is Lord also of the sabbath. 

Luke iv. 

16 And he came to Nazareth, where he had been brought 
up : and, as his custom was, he went into the synagogue on 
the sabbath day, and stood up for to read. 

31 And came down to Capernaum, a city of Galilee, and 
taught them on the sabbath days. 

Chapter vi. 
6 And it came to pass also on another sabbath, that he en- 
tered into the synagogue and taught. 



yi. Our Lord has taught that it is lawful and 
pleasing to our heavenly Father, that the 
Sabbath should be graced with acts of mercy 
and loving-kindness to our fellow-man. 

Matthew zii. 
12 How much then is a man better than a shoep P Where* 
fore it is lawful to do well on the sabbath days. 
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Lvke 

16 And ought not this woman, bong a dsoi^ter d Abn- 
ham, whom Satan hath bomid, lo, iheae a^tetat jeaiSy be 
loosed from this bond on the eabbath day ? 

John iz. 
14 And it was the sabbath day when Jesos made the daji 
and opened his eyes. 



VII. Blessing from G-od is promised to those 
who, instead of pursuing worldly pleasure, 
deem the Sabbath a delight, and honour their 
heavenly Father by its holy and spiritual 
observance. 

Isaiah Iviii. 

13 If thou torn away thy foot from the sabbath, from 
doing thy pleasure on my holy day ; and call the sabbath a 
delist, the holy of the Lord, honourable ; and shaJt honoar 
him, not doing thine own ways, nor finding thine own pleasure, 
nor speaking thine own words : 

14 Then shalt thou delight thyself in the Lord ; and I will 
cause thee to ride upon the high places of the earUi, and feed 
thee with the heritage of Jacob thy father : for the mouth of 
the Lord hath spoken it. 

Acts xvi. 

13 And on the sabbath we went out of the city by a river 
side, where prayer was wont to be made ; and we sat down, 
and spake unto the women which resorted thither. 

14 And a certain woman named Lydia, a seller of purple, 
of the city of Thyatira, which worshipped God, heard us : 
whose hea^ the Lord opened, that she attended unto the 
things which were spoken of Paul. 



Vin. The Christian Church now observes the 
first day of the week (called the Lord's day) 
to commemorate the resurrection of Christ, 
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which observance is sanctioned by the disciples of 
our Lord, afler his resurrection, assmnbling for 
worship on that day ; on two of which occasions 
the Lord himself was present. 

John XX. 

19 Then the same day at evening, being the first day of the 
week, when the doors w^e shnt where the disciples had as- 
sembled for fear of the Jews, came Jesns and stood in the 
midst, and saith nnto them, Peace be unto you. 

26 And after eight days again his disciples were within, 
and Thomas with them : then came Jesus, the doors being shut, 
and stood in the midst, and said. Peace be unto you. 

Acts XX. 
7. And upon the first day of the week, when the disciples 
came together to break bread, Paul preached unto them, 
reader to depart on the morrow ; and continued his speech until 
midmght. 

1 Corinthians xvi. 
2 U]^n the first day of the week, let every one of you lay 
by him in store, as God hath prospered him, that there be no 
gatherings when I come. 



IX. The first day of the week had been observed 
under the Jewish dispensation by three great 
annual solemnities, each appointed for " the mor- 
row after the Sabbath,'* viz. — ^the offering of " the 
first of the first fruits," of " the first fruits " them- 
selves, and the "feast of ingathering." 

Leviticus xxiii. 
10 Speak unto the children of Israel, and say unto them, 
When ye be come into the land which I give onto you, and 
shall reap the harvest thereof, then ye shall bring a sheaf of 
the first fruits of your harvest unto the priest : 
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11 And ho shall wave the sheaf before the Lord, to be ac- 
cepted for ^ou : on the morrow after the sabbath ike priest 
shall wave it. 

15 And ye shall count unto you from the morrow after the 
sabbath, from the day that ye brought the sheaf of the ware 
offeriuff ; seven sabbaths shall be complete : 

16 Even unto the morrow after the seventh sabbath shall 
ye number fifty days ; and ye shall offer a new meat offering 
unto the Lord. 

17 Ye shall bring out of your habitations two wave loaves 
of two tenth deals : they shall be of fine flour ; they shall be 
baleen with leaven ; they are the first fruits unto the Lord. 

39 Also in the fifteenth day of the seventh month, when ye 
have gathered in the fruit of the land, ye shall keep a feast 
unto tne Lord seven days : on the first day shall be a sabbath, 
and on the eighth day shall be a sabbath. 

40 And yo shall take you on the first day the boughs of 
goodly trees, branches of palm trees, and the bougha of thick 
trees, and willows of the brook ; and ye shall rcgoice before 
the Lord your God seven days. 

41 And ye shall keep it a feast unto the Lord seven days in 
the year. It shall be a statute for ever in your generations : 
ye shall celebrate it in the seventh month. 



X. These three feasts were severally typical. The 
first of our Lord's resurrection ; the second of the 
day of Pentecost, on which day the Holy &host 
descended, and the first fruits of the church were 
brought in ; and the third remains to be fulfilled 
at ** the harvest,'* or " gathering together " of the 
elect. 

1 Oorinthians xv. 
20 But now is Christ risen from the dead, and become the 
first fruits of them that slept. 

Acts ii. 

1 And when the day of Pentecost was fully come, they were 
all with one accord in one place. 

2 And suddenly there came a sound from heaven as of a 
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nishinpf mighty wind, and it filled all the house where they 
were sittiiig. 

3 And there appeared nnto them cloven tongues like as of 
fire, an(L it sat upon each of them. 

4 And they were all filled with the Holy Ghost, and began 
to speak with other tongues, as the Spirit gave them utter- 
ance. 

38 Then Peter said unto them, Bepent, and be baptized 
every one of you, in the name of Jesus Christ, for the remis- 
sion of sins, and ye shall receive the gift of the Holy Ghost. 

41 Then they that gladly received his word were baptized : 
and the same day there were added unto them about three 
thouBand souls. 

Matthew xxiv. 
31 And he shall send his angels with a great sound of a 
trumpet, and they shall gather together his elect from the 
four winds, from one end of heaven to the other. 

2 Thessalonians ii. 
1 Now we beseech you, brethren, by the coming of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, and by our gathering together unto him. 



XI. The observance of these typical feasts was 
by " a HOLY coNYOCATiow," and by rest from ser- 
vile work ; thus teaching us that the first day of 
the week should now in like manner be observed 
and " kept holy." 

Leviticus xziii. 
21 And ye shall proclaim on the self-same day, that it may 
be an holy convocation unto you : ye shall do no servile work 
therein : it shall be a statute for ever in all your dwellings 
throughout your generations. 



SECTION XXXV. 

UNION WITH CHMST. 
I. The union of believers with Christ is a privilege 
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as real as that of the head and members of the 
natural body, and as that of Christ with the 
Father. 

Jolm xvii. 

20 Neither pray I for these alone, but for them also which 
shall believe on me through their word ; 

21 That thev all may be one ; as thou, Father, art in me, 
and I in Uiee, that thev also may be one in ns : that the world 
may beUeve that thon nast sent me. 

Ephesians iv. 
4 There is one body, and one Spirit, even as ye are called 
in one hope of yonr calling. 

15 Bat speaking the tmth in love, may grow np into him 
in all things, which is the head, even Christ : 

16 From whom the whole bod^ fitly joined together and 
compacted by that which every jomt supplieth, according to 
the effectual working in the measure oi every part, maketh 
increase of the body unto the edifying of itself in love. 

Colossians i. 
18 And he is the head of the body, the church : wha is the 
beginning, the firstborn from the dead ; that in all things he 
might have the pre-eminence. 



n. Union with Christ implies the abiding of 
Christ IS His people, and they in Him. 

Romans viii. 

1 There is therefore now no condemnation to them which 
are in Christ Jesus, who walk not after the flesh, but after the 
Spirit. 

10 And if Christ be in you, the body is dead because of sin ; 
but the Spirit is life because of righteousness. 

Colossians i. 

27 Christ in you, the hope of glory : 

28 Whom we preach, warning every man, and teaching 
every man in all wisdom; that we may present every man 
perfect in Christ Jesus. 

1 John V. 
20 We know that the Son of God is come, and hath given 
us an understanding, that we may know him that is true, and 
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we are in him th&t ia trae, even inhis Son Jesus Christ. This 
is the true God, and eternal life. 



m. Union with Christ identifies him now and 
for ever with His people, and his people with 
Him. 

Matthew xxv. 
40 The King shall answer and say nnto them, Yerily I say 
nnto you, Inasmnoh as ye have done it unto one of the least 
of i^ese my brethren, ye have done it nnto me 

Bomans vi. 

3 Know ye not, that so many of ns as were baptized into 
Jesus Christ were baptized into his death ? 

4 Therefore we are buried with him by baptism into death : 
that like as Christ was raised up from the dead by the glory 
of the Father, even so we also should walk in newness of life. 

5 For if we have been planted together in the likeness of 
his death, we shall be also in the likeness of his resurrection. 

Galatians ii. 
20 I am crucified with Christ : nevertheless I live ; yet not 
I, but Christ liveth in me : and the life which I now live in 
the flesh I live by the faith of the Son of God, who loved me 
and gave himself for me. 

1 Corinthians vi. 

17 He that is joined unto the Lord is one spirit. 

2 Timothy ii. 

11 It is a faithful saying ; For if we be dead with him, we 
shall also live with him : 

12 If we suffer, we shall also reign with him : if we deny 
him, he also will deny us : 

18 If we believe not, yet he abideth faithful ; he cannot 
deny himself. 



IV. Union with Christ is maintained by a living 
feith, and by spiritually feeding on Him.

35 And Jesus said unto them, I am the bread of life : he 
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that Cometh to me shall never hunger ; and he that beliereth 
on me shall never thirst. 

87 All that tiie Father ^veth me shall oome to me ; and 
him that cometh to me I will in no wise cast out. 

54 Whoso eateth my flesh, and drinketh my blood, hath 
eternal life ; and I will raise him up at the last day. 

55 For my flesh is meat indeed, and my blood is dtink in- 
deed. 

56 He that eateth my flesh, and drinketh my blood, dwell- 
eth in me, and I in him. 

63 It is the spirit that quiokeneth ; the flesh profited no- 
thing : the words that I speak unto you, they are spirit, and 
they are life. 

1 John ii. 

24 Let that therefore abide in you, which ye have heard 
from the beginning. If that which ye have heard from the 
beginning shall remain in you, ye also shall continue in the 
Son, and in the Father. 

Chapter iii. 
24 He that keepeth his commandments, dwelleth in him, 
and he in him. And hereby we know that he abideth in us, 
by the Spirit which he hath given us. 



y. Union with Christ is essential to the be- 
liever's fruitfulnesB; and growth in grace. 

^ John XV. 
4 Abide in me, and I in you. As the branch cannot bear 
fruit of itself, except it abide in the vine ; no more can ye, 
except ye abide in me. 

7 If ye abide in me, and my words abide in you, ye shall 
ask what ye will, and it shall be done unto you. 

8 Herein is my Father glorified, that ye bear much frtdt; 
so shall ye be my disciples. 

Golossians ii. 

6 As ye have therefore received Christ Jesus the Lord, so 
walk ye in him : 

7 Aooted and built up in him, and stablished in the faith, as 
ye have been taught, abounding therein with thanksgiving. 

1 John ii. 
6 He that saith he abideth in him ought lii'mgA)^ also so to 
walk, even as he walked. 



UKIOK WITH CHBIST. 177 

VI. Believers, in virtue of their union with 
Christ, now partake of the life of Christ and of 
His divine nature ; and will hereafter he raised 
with bodies fashioned like His body.

I. Christ, immediately previous to His ascen- 
sion, appointed baptism an ordinance of His 
church. 

Matthew xxviii. 

18 Jeans came and spake imto them, saying. All power is 
given nnto me in heaven and in earth. 

19 Go ye therefore, and teach all nations, baptizing them 
in the name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghoit. 

Mark xvi. 

16 He said nnto them. Go ye into all the world, and preach 
the gospel to every creature. 

16 He that beheveth and is baptized shall be saved ; but 
he that beheveth not shall be damned. 



II. Water is the outward and visible sign in 
baptism. 

Acts viii. 

85 Philip opened his month, and began at the same scrip* 
tnre, and nreached nnto him Jesns. 

86 Ana as they went on their way, they came nnto a cer> 
tain water : and the eunnch said, See, here is water ; what 
doth hinder me to be baptized P 

87 And Philip said. If thon believest with all thine heart, 
then mayest. Ajid he answered and said, I believe that Jesas 
Ohrist is the Son of God. 
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38 And he commanded the chariot to stand etill : and they 
went down both into the water, botii Philip and the eunuch ; 
and he baptized him. 



III. Segeneration is the inward and spiritual 
grace signified in baptism. 

John iii. 

3 Jesus answered and said unto him, Verily, verily, I say 
unto thee, Except a man be bom again, he cannot see the 
kingdom of (jod. 

4 Nicodemus saith unto him. How can a man be bom when 
he is old? can he enter the second time into his mother^ s 
womb, and be bom ? 

5 Jesus answered. Verily, verily, I sav unto thee, Except 
a man be bom of water and of the Spirit, he cannot enter inte 
the kingdom of God. 

6 That which is bom of the flesh is flesh ; and that which 
is born of the Spirit is Spirit. 



IV. Baptism "in" or "into the name of the 
Father, Son, and Holy Q-host, signifies belief 
in, and confession of G-od as revealed by 
those titles. 

Numbers vi. 
27 And they shall put my name upon the children of Is* 
rael ; and I wiU bless them. 

1 Corinthians i. 

12 Now this I say, that everv one of you saith, I am of 
Paul ; and I of ApoUos ; and I oi Cephas ; and I of Christ. 

13 Is Christ divided ? was Paul crucified for you ? or were 
ye baptized in the name of Paul ? 

Chapter x. 
2 And were all baptized unte Moses in the doud and in 
the sea. 
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y. Water in baptism is emblematical of tlie 
washing away of sin, and of the ontponring of 
the Holy Spirit. 

Ezekiel xxzvi. 

25 Then will I spriukle clean water npon yon, and ye shall 
be clean: from all yonr filthiness, and from all your idols, 
will I cleanse yon. 

26 A new heart also will I give yon, and a new spirit will I 
pnt within yon : and I will taJce away the stony heart ont of 
yonr flesh, and I will give yon an heart of flesh. 

27 And I will put my spirit within yon, and canse yon to 
walk in my statutes, and ye shall keep my judgments, and do 
them. 

John iv. 
18 Jesus answered and said unto her, Whosoerer drinketh 
of this water shall thirst again : 

14 But whosoever drinketh of the vrater that I shall give 
him shall never thirst ; but the water that I shall give him 
shall be in him a well of water springing up into everlasting 
life.

The believing people of Q-od, and they 
alone, partake of the spiritual grace signified 
in baptism.

38 Peter said unto them, Bepent, and be baptLsed, every 
one of you, in the name of Jesus Chrisfc, for the remission of 
sins, and ye shall receive the gift of the Holy Ohost. 



i 
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39 For tlie promise is unto you, and to your children, and 
to all that are afar off, even as many as the Lord our God 
shall call. 

Chapter xi. 

15 As I began to speak, the Holy Ghost fell on them, as on 
us at the beginning. 

16 Then remembered I the word of the Lord, how that he 
said, John indeed baptized with water ; but ye shall be baptized 
with the Holy Ghost. 

1 Corinthians xii. 
13 By one Spirit are we all baptized into one body, whether 
we be Jews or Gentiles, whether we be bond or free ; and have 
been all made to drink into one Spirit. 



Vll. The baptism of the Spirit and that only, 
renews and saves the soul. 

Matthew iii. 
11 I indeed baptize you with water unto repentance : but 
he that cometh after me is mightier than I, whose shoes I am 
not worthy to bear : he shall baptize you with the Holy Ghost, 
and with fire. 

Titus iii. 

5 Not by works of righteousness which we have done, but 
according to his mercy he saved us, by the washing of regene- 
ration, and renewing of the Holy Ghost ; 

6 Which he shed on us abundantly through Jesus Christ 
our Saviour ; 

7 That being justified by his grace we should be made 
heirs Eiccording to the hope of eternal life. 

1 Peter iii. 

21 The like figure whereunto even baptism doth also now 
save us (not the putting away of the filth of the flesh, but the 
answer of a good conscience toward God) by the resurrection 
of Jesus Christ : 

22 Who is gone into heaven, and is on the right hand of 
God ; angels and authorities and •powera being made subject 
unto him. 



VIIL The people of God are baptized into the 
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• 

lY. '' Not discenimg the l4»rd'B body" in tiie 
partaking of the Lord's Supper, is cliancterirtic 
of those who eat and drink nnworthilj. 

1 Corintliiaiu zL 

27 Wherefore whosoever shall eat this bread, and drink 
this cup of the Lord unworthily, shall be guilty of the body 
and bhK)d of the Lord. 

20 For he that eateth and drinketh nnworthily, eateth and 
drinketh damnation to himself, not discerning the Lord's 
body. 



y. The Lord's Supper is also called ''The 
Communion/' as setting forth the union of 
believers with Christ, whereby "we dwell in 
Him and He in us," as well as the union of 
the members of Christ's mystical body one with 
another. 

1 Corinthians x. 

16 The cup of blessing which we bless, is it not the com- 
mnnion of the blood of Christ ? The bread which we break, 
is it not the commnnion of the body of Christ ? 

17 For we being manv are one bread, and one body: 

for we are all partakers of that one bread. i 



VI. The Supper of the Lord has reference 
prospectively to His second advent, when this 
memorial of Him shall be superseded by His 
visible presence. 

Lnke xxii. 
18 For I say nnto yon, I will not drink of the froit of the 
vine, xmtil the kingdom of God shall come. 
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25 After the eame nuuiner also lie took up the cap, when 
he had sapped, saying, TThis cup is the new testament in my 
blood : this do ye, as oft as ye drink it, in remembrance 
of me. 

26 For as often as ye eat this bread, and drink this cap, ye 
do shew the Lord's death till he come. 



II. The apostles and primitive believers, in 
obedience to the commands of Christ, statedly 
partook of the Lord's Supper ; and espe- 
cially on the first day of the week, called 
the Lord's Day, in commemoration of His

Acts ii. 
42 And they continued stedfastly in the apostle's doctrine 
and fellowship, and in breaking of bread, and in prayers. 

Chapter xz. 

7 And upon the first day of the week, when the disciples 
came together to break bread, Paul preached unto tiiiem, 
ready to depart on the morrow ; and continued his speech 
until midnight. 

11 When he therefore was come up again, and had broken 
bread, and eaten, and talked a long while, even tiU break of 
day, so he departed. 



m. In the sacrament of the Lord's Supper, 
believers spiritually partake of the body and 
blood of Christ. 

1 Corinthians x. 

14 My dearly beloved, flee from idolatry. 

15 I speak as to wise men ; judge ye what I say. 

16 The cup of blessing whicn we bless, is it not the com- 
munion of the blood of Christ ? The bread which we break, 
is it not the communion of the body of Christ P

VOESHIP. 

I. If God is to be loved, served, and glori- 
fied, He, and He only, must be the object of 
onr entire worship. 

Exodus zxxIt. 
14 Thou shalt worship no other god : for the Lord, whose 
name is Jealons, is a jealons God. 

Dentoronomy zi. 

16 Take heed to yonrselves, tiiat vonr heart he not de- 
ceived, and ye torn aside, and serve other gods, and worship 
them J 

17 And then the Lord's wrath he kindled against you, and 
he shut up the heaven, that there he no rain, and that the 
land yield not her fruit ; and lest ye perish quickly from off 
the good land which tlj^e Lord giveth you. 

Psahn xcix. 
5 Exalt ye the Lord our God, and worship at his footstool ; 
for he is holy. 

Matthew iv. 
10 Then saith Jesus unto him, Gret thee hence, Satan : for 
it is written, Thou shalt worship the Lord thy God, and him 
oxdy shalt thou serve. 

II. Q-od is a Spirit, and "they who worship 
Him must worship Him in spirit and in truth ;" 
in the beauty of holiness. 

Psalm xcvi. 

8 Give unto the Lord the glory due unto his name : hring 
an offering, and come into his courts. 

9 O worship the Lord in the heauty of holiness : fear be-

Christ is the true Q-od, and therefore is to 
be worshipped.

lY. A time is foretold when all mankind shall 
offer pure worship to Ood — ^the Lord of heayen 
and earth. 

Isaiah Izvi. 

22 As the new heavens and the new earth, which I will 
make, shall remain before me, saith the Lord, so shall yonr 
seed and yonr name remain. 

28 It shall come to pass, that from one new moon to ano- 
ther, and from one sabbath to another, shall all flesh come to 
worship before me, saith the Lord. 

Zeehariah xiv. 
16 It shall come to pass, that every one that is left of all 
the nations which came against Jerusalem shall even go np 
from year to year to worship the King, the Lord of hosts, and 
to keep the feast of tabernacles. 

20 In that day shall there be npon the bells of the horses, 
HOLINESS UNTO THE LOED; and the pots in the Lord's 
house shall be like the bowls before the altar. 

21 Yea, every pot in Jerusalem and in Judali shall be holi- 
ness nnio the Lord of hosts : and all the^ that sacrifice shall 
come and take of them, and seethe therem : and in that day 
there shall be no more the Ganaanite in the house of the 
Lord of hosts. 



V. The worship of any but the true Q-od is 
idolatry, and is visited with judgment. 

2 Kings xvii. 

16 They left all the commandments of the Lord their God, 
and made them molten images, even two calves, and made a 
grove, and worshipped all the host of heaven, and served Baal. 

17 And they caused their sons and their daughters to pass 
throuffh the fire, and used divination and enchantments, and 
sold themselves to do evil in the sight of the Lord, to provoke 
him to anger. 
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■ 

18 Therefore the Lord was very angry with Israel, and re- 
moved them out of his sight : there was none left but the tribe 
of Judah only. 

Isaiah zliv. 

16 Then shall it be for a man to bum : for he will take 
thereof, and warm himself ; yea, he kindleth it, and baketh 
bread ; yea, he maketh a god, and worshippeth it ; he maketh 
it a graven image, and f alleth down thereto. 

16 He bnmeth part thereof in the fire ; with part thereof 
he eateth flesh ; he roasteth roast, and is satisfied : yea, he 
warmeth himself, and saith.

18 They have not known nor understood : for he hath shut 
their eyes, that they cannot see ; and their hearts, that they 
cannot understand. 

19 And none considereth in his heart, neither is there 
knowledge nor understanding to sav, I have burned part of it 
in the fire ; yea, also I have baked bread upon the coals there- 
of ; I have roasted flesh, and eaten it : and shall I make the 
residue thereof an abomination ? shall I fall down to the stock 
of a tree ? 

20 He feedeth on ashes : a deceived heart hath turned him 
aside, that he cannot deliver his soul, nor say. Is theie not a 
Ue in my right hand P 



VI. The unbelieving and hypocrites give them- 
selves up to false worship, the end whereof is 
eternal death. 

Matthew zv. 

7 Ye hypocrites, well did Esaias prophecy of ^ou, saying, 

8 This people draweth nigh unto me with their mouth, and 
honoureth me with their lips ; but their heart is far from me. 

9 But in vain do they worship me, teaching for doctrines 
the commandments of men. 

Golossians ii. 
18 Let no man beguile you of your reward in a voluntary 
humility and worshipping of angels, intruding into those 
things which he hath not seen, vainly pufled up by his fleshly 
mind. 
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19 And not holding the Head, from which all the body by 
joints and bands haying nourishment ministered, and knit to- 
gether, increaseth with the increase of God. 

Bevelation ziii. 
4 They worshipped the dragon which gave power unto the 
beast: and they worshipped the beast, sa^ng. Who is like 
nnto the beast ? who is able to make war with him P 

Chapter xix. 

20 The beast was taken, and with him the false prophet 
that wrought miracles before him, with which he deceived 
them that had received the mark of the beast, and them that 
worshipped his image. These both were cast aUve into a lake 
of fire burning with brimstone.

9 The Lord is good to all : and his tender merciee are over 
all his works. 

FsaJm czlvii. 

7 Sing unto the Lord with thanksgiving j sing praise upon 
the h^p unto our God : 

8 Who covereth the heaven with clouds, who prepareth rain 
for the earth, who maketh grass to grow upon the mountains. 

9 He giveth to the beast his food, and to the young ravens 
which cry. 

Matthew vi. 

26 Behold the fowls of the air : for they sow not, neither 
do they reap, nor gather into bams ; yet your heavenly Father 
f eedeth thenu Are ye not much better than they ? 
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n. The providence of Q-od is often exercised in 
defeating wicked designs, and overruling them 
for good. 

Genesis zlv. 

4 Joseph said anto his brethren, Come near to me, I pray 
you. And they came near. And he said, I am Joseph yonr 
brother j whom ye sold into E^^t. 

5 Now therefore be not grieved, nor angry with yourselves, 
that ye sold me hither : for God did send me before you to 
preserve life. 

2 Samuel zvii. 
14 Absalom and all the men of Israel said, The counsel of 
Hushai the Archite is better than the counsel of Ahithophel. 
For ti^e Lord had apxxnnted to defeat the good counsel of 
Ahithophel, to the intent that the Lord might bring evil upon 
Absalom. 

Fhilippians i. 

12 I would ye should understand, brethren, that the things 
which happened unto me have fallen out rather unto the ft^- 
therance of the gospel ; 

13 So that my bonds in Christ are manifest in aU the 
palace, and in all other places ; 

14 And many of the brethren in the Lord, waxing confident 
by my bonds, are much more bold to speak the word without 
fear. 



m. G-od, in an especial manner, displays His 
providence in leading and protecting His believing 
people. 

Genesis xxiv. 

48 I bowed down my head, and worshipped the Lord, and 
blessed the Lord God of my master Abraham, which has led 
me in the right way to take my master's brother's daughter 
unto his son.

13 Yemy I have cleansed my heart in vain, and washed my 
hands in innocency. 

16 When I thought to know this, it was too painfnl for me ; 

17 TJnIil I went into the sanctuary of Grod ; then under- 
stood I their end.

2 Wherein in time past ye walked according to the course 
of this world, according to the prince of the power of the air, 
the spirit that now worketh in tne children of disobedience.

n. Christ came as " the light " and " the life " 
of the world, but the world despised and rejected 
him.

but because ye are not of the world, but I have chosen you 
out of the world, therefore the world hateth you. 

Chapter xvii. 

11 And now I am no more in the world, but these are in 
the world, and I come to thee. Holy Father, keep through 
thme own name those whom thou hast given me, that they 
may be one, 9.S we are. 

14r I have given them thy word ; and the world hath hated 
them, because they are not of the world, even as I am not of 
the world.

SECTION XLI. 

THE EESTJESECTION. 

I: The resurrection of the dead, is a doctrine 
revealed and taught in the Old Testament 
Scriptures. 

Job xix. 

25 I know that my redeemer liveth, and that he shall stand 
at the latter day upon the earth : 

26 And though after my skin worms destroy this body, yet 
in my flesh shall I see God. 

Psalm xlix. 
15 God will redeem my soul from the power of the grave : 
for he shall receive me. 

Isaiah xxvi. 
19 Thy dead men shall live, together with my dead body 
shall they arise. Awake and sing, ye that dwell in dust : for 
thy dew is as the dew of herbs, and the earth shall cast out 
the dead. 
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Daniel xii. 

2 Many of them that sleep in the dnst of the earth shall 
awake, some to everlasting life, and some to shame and ever- 
lasting contempt. 

3 And they that be wise shall shine as the brightness of 
the firmament ; and they that tnrn many to righteousness as 
the stars for ever and ever. 

Hosea xiii. 
14 I will ransom them from the power of the grave ; I will 
redeem them from death : O death, I will be thy plagxies ; O 
grave, I wUl be thy destruction : repentance shall be hid from 
mine eyes. 



II. The fact of the resurrection was asserted by- 
Christ and by His apostles, and is confirmed by 
Christ's resurrection. 

Matthew xxii. 

29 Jesns answered and said unto them, Ye do err, not 
knowing the scriptures, nor the power of God. 

30 For in the resurrection they neither marry, nor are 
given in marriage, but are as the angels of God in heaven. 

31 But as touching the resurrection of the dead, have ye 
not read that which was spoken unto you by God, saying, 

32 I am the God of Abraham, and the God of Isaac, and 
the God of Jacob ? God is not the God of the dead, but of 
the living. 

Luke xiv. 
14 Thou shalt be blessed j for they cannot recompense thee : 
for thou shalt be recompensed at the resurrection of the just. 

Acts xvii. 
18 He preached unto them Jesus, and the resurrection. 

1 Corinthians xv. 

12 If Christ be preached that he rose from the dead, how 
say some among you that there is no resurrection of the dead ? 

13 But if there be no resurrection of the dead, then is 
Christ not risen : 

14 And if Christ be not risen, then is our preaching vain, 
and your faith is also vain. 
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>J 



m. Christ is " the resurrection and the life, 
accomplishing resurrection by His divine power ; 
and thus proving himself to be truly G-od. 

John xL 
25 JesiiB said unto her, I am the resnrrection, and the life : 
he that belieyeth in me, though he were dead, yet shall he 
live. 

43 And when he thns had spoken, he cried with a lend 
voice, Lazaros come forth. 

44 And he that was dead came forth, bonnd hand and foot 
with graTCclothes : and his face was bound with a napkin. 
JesuB saith unto them, Loose him, and let him go. 

1 Corinthians xv. 

21 For since by man came death, by man came also the le- 
snrrection of the dead. 

22 For as in Adam all die, even so in Christ shall all be 
made alive. 



rV. The manner of the resurrection of the re- 
deemed, and the difference between their present 
and future bodies, is illustrated by the analogy of 
the ear of com and the grain sown. 

1 Corinthians xv. 
86 But some man will say, How are the dead raised Dp ? 
and with what body do thev come ? 

86 Thou fool, that which thou sowest is not quickened, ex- 
cept it die : 

87 And that which thou sowest, thou sowest not that body 
that shall be, but bare grain, it may chance of wheat, or of 
some other grain : 

88 But God giveth it a body as it hath pleased him, and to 
every seed his own bodv. 

89 All flesh is not tne same flesh : but there is one kind of 
flesh of men,^ another flesh of beasts, another of fishes, and 
another of birds. 

40 There are also celestial bodies, and bodies terrestrial : but 
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the glory of the celestial is one, and the glory of the terrestrial 
is another. 



V. Believers, in consequence of their union with 
Christ and the life derived from Him, shall rise 
to immortality with glorified bodies like His 
body. 

Philippians iii. 

20 For our conversation is in heaven ; from whence also 
we look for the Sayionr, the Lord Jesus Christ : 

21 Who shall change our vile body, that it may be fashioned 
like onto his glorious body, according to the working whereby 
he is able even to subdue all things unto himself. 

1 Thesidalonians iv. 

16 For the Lord himself shall descend from heaven with a 
shout, with the voice of the archangel, and with the trump of 
God : and the dead in Christ shall nse first : 

17 Then we which are alive and remain shall be caught up 
together with them in the clouds, to meet the Lord in the air : 
and so shall we ever be with the Lord. 



YI. Eternal blessedness attends those who have 
part in the first resurrection ; on them the 
second death shall have no power. 

Daniel zii. 
12 Blessed is he that waiteth, and cometh to the thousand 
three hundred and five and thirty days. 

Philippians iii. 

10 That I may know him, and the power of his resurrec- 
tion, and the fellowship of his sufierings, being made con- 
iotmahle unto his death ; 

11 If by any means I might attain unto the resurrection of 
the dead. 

Revelation xx. 
6 Blessed and holy is he that hath part in the first resur- 
rection : on such the second death hatn no power, but they 
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shall be priesU of God and of Christ, and shall leign with 
him a thousand yean. 



Vll. The resmrection of the wicked and nn- 
beliering will be to shame and eTCTbisting de- 
struction. 

Daniel idL 
2 Many of them that sleep in the dust of the earth shall 
awake, some to everlasting life, and some to shame and erer- 
lasting contempt. 

John Y. 

28 Harvel not at this : for the honr is coming, in the whidi 
all that are in the graves shall hear his voice. 

29 And shall come forth ; they that have done good, nnto 
the resurrection of life ; and they that have done evil, nnto 
the resurrection of damnation. 



SECTION XLn. 

THE SECOND COMING OF CHEIST. 

I. Christ shall " appear again the second 
time " to deliver His redeemed from the power . 
of the grare, and to confer on them eternal 
glory. 

Acts i. 

9 And when he had spoken these things, while they heheld, 
he was taken np ; and a cloud received him out of their sight. 

10 And while they looked stedfastly toward heaven as he 
went up, behold, two men stood by them in white apparel ; 

11 Which also said, Ye men of Galilee, why stand ye gazing 
up into heaven P this same Jesus, which is taken up from yon 
into heavpn, shall so come in like manner as ye have seen him 
go into heaven. 

Plulippians iii. 
20 For our conversation is in heaven ; from whence also we 
look for the Saviour, the Lord Jesus Christ : 
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21 Who shall change our vile body, that it may be fashioned 
like unto his glorious body, according to the working whereby 
he is able even to subdue all things unto himself. 

Hebrews ix. 
28 So Christ was once offered to bear the sins of many ; and 
linto them that look for him shall he appear the second time 
without sin unto salvation. 



II. The second advent of Christ in glory is 
the subject of repeated prophecy. 

Daniel vii. 

13 I saw in the night visions, and, behold, one like the 
Son of man came with the clouds of heaven, and came to the 
Ancient of days, and they brought him near before him. 

14 And there was given him dominion,' and glory, and a 
kingdom, that all people, nations, and languages, should serve 
him : his dominion is an everlasting dominion, which shall not 
pass away, and his kingdom that which shall not be destroyed. 

Haggai ii. 

6 Thus saith the Lord of hosts ; Yet once, it is a little 
while, and I will shake the heavens, and the earth, and the 
sea, and the dry land ; 

7 And I will shake all nations, and the desire of all nations 
shall come : and I will fill this house with glory, saith the 
Lord of hosts. 

Zechariah xiv. 

4 His feet shall stand in that day upon the mount of Olives, 
which is before Jerusalem on the east, and the mount of 
Olives shall cleave in the midst thereof toward the east and 
toward the west, and there shall be a very great valley ; and 
half of the mountain shall remove toward the north, and half 
of it toward the south. 

5 And ye shall flee to the valley of the mountains ; for the 
valley of the mountains shall reach unto Azal : yea, ye shall 
flee, like as ye fled from before the earthquake in the days of 
Uzziah king of Judah : and the Lord my God shall come, and 
all the saints with thee. 

Matthew xxiv. 
29 Immediately after the tribulation of those days shall 
the sun be darkened, and the moon shall not give her light, 
and the stars shall fall from heaven, and the powers of the 
heavens shall be shaken : 
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80 And then shall appear the sign of the Son of man in 
heaven : and then shall all the tribes of the earth monm, and 
they shall see the Son of man coming in the doads of heaTen 
with power and great glory. 

81 And he shall send his angels with a great sound of a 
trumpet, and they shall gather together his elect from the 
four winds, from one end of heaven to the other. 

Acts iii. 

20 And he shall send Jesus Christ, which before was 
preached unto you: 

21 Whom the heaven must receive until the times of resti- 
tution of all things, which God hath spoken by the month of 
all his holy prophets since the world b^n. 



III. A period of universal righteousness, bless- 
edness, and peace on earth, is promised to the 
church of Christ. 

Psalm xxxvii. 
11 The meek shall inherit the earth ; and shall delight 
themselves in the abundance of peace. 

Psalm bndi. 

1 Give the king thy judgments, God, and thy righteous- 
ness unto the king's son. 

2 He shall judge thy people with righteousness, and thy 
poor with judgment. 

7 In his days shall the righteous flourish ; and abundance 
of peace so long as the moon endureth. 

8 He shall have dominion also from sea to sea, and from 
the river unto the ends of the earth. 

Isaiah xi. 

5 Kighteousness shall be the girdle of his loins, and faith- 
fulness the ^rdle of his reins. 

6 The wolf also shall dwell with the Iamb, and the leopard 
shall lie down with the kid ; and the calf and the young lion 
and the f atling together ; and a little child shall lead them. 

9 They shall not hurt nor destroy in all my holy mountain : 
for the earth shall be full of the knowledge of the Lord, aa the 
waters cover the sea. 

10 And in that day^ there shall bo a root of Jesse, which 
shall stand for an ensign of the people ; to it shall the Gen- 
tiles seek : and bis rest shall be glorious. ' 
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Bevelation xi. 
15 The seventh angel Bounded ; and there were great voices 
in heaven, saying, The kingdoms of this world are become 
the kingdoms of our Lord, and of his Christ ; and he shall 
reign for ever and ever. 



IV. The New Testament represents the world 
as abounding in wickedness during the whole 
of this dispensation, to the time of Christ's 

appearing. 

Matthew xziv. 
12 Because iniquity shall abound, the love of many shall 
wax cold. 

Luke xvii. 

26 As it was in the days of Koe, so shall it be also in the 
days of the Son of man. 

27 They did eat, they drank, they married wives, they 
were given in marriage, until the day that Koe entered into 
the ark, and the flood came, and destroyed them all. 

28 Likewise also as it was in the d!ays of Lot ; they did 
eat, they drank, they bought, they sold, they planted, they 
builded ; 

29 But the same day that Lot went out of Sodom it rained 
Are and brimstone from heaven, and destroyed them all. 

30 Even thus shall it be in the day when the Son of man is 
revealed. 

Chapter xviii. 
8 Nevertheless when the Son of man cometh, shall he find 
faith on the earth ? 



V. The New Testament represents the church 
during this dispensation, as an afflicted and yet 
an elect body gathered out of the world. 

John xvi. 

20 Verily, verily, I say unto you, That ye shall weep and 
lament, but the world shall regoice : and ye shall be sorrow- 
ful, but your sorrow shall be turned into joy. 

22 And ye now therefore have sorrow : but I will see you

afffdn. and your heart shall regoice, and yottr joy no man 
tajcetn from yon. 

Acts XV. 
14 Simeon hath declared how God at the first did visit the 
Gentiles, to take out of them a i>eople for his name. 

Ephesians i. 

4 According as he hath chosen us in him before the founda- 
tion of the world, that we should be holy and without blame 
before him in love : 

6 Having predestinated us unto the adoption of children 
by Jesus Christ to himself, according to the good pleasure of 
his will. 

1 John iv. 

5 They are of the world : therefore speak they of the world, 
and the world heareth them. 

6 We are of God : he that knoweth God heareth us ; he 
that is not of God heareth not us. Hereby know we the 
spirit of truth, and the spirit of error. 

1 Peter ii. 

7 Unto you therefore which believe he is precious; but 
unto them which be disobedient, the stone which the builders 
disallowed, the same is made the head of the comer, 

8 And a stone of stumbling, and a rock of offence, even to 
them which stumble at the word, being disobedient : where- 
unto also they were appointed. 



VI. The coming of the Lord is ever repre- 
sented as uncertain in point of time, but yet 
near at hand ; which excludes the notion of any 
foreknown period of universal blessedness before 
the appearing of Christ. 

Luke xxi. 

34 Take heed to yourselves, lest at any time your hearts be 
overcharged with surfeiting, and drunkenness, and cares of 
this life, and so that day come upon you unawares. 

35 For as a snare shall it come on all them that dwell on 
the face of the whole earth. 

36 Watch ye therefore, and pray always, that ye may be 
accounted worthy to escape all these things that shall come to 
pass, and to stand before the Son of man. 
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FhilippianB iv. 
5 Let your moderation be known onto all men. The Lord 
is at hand. 

2 Peter iii. 
10 The day of the Lord will come as a thief in the night ; 
in the which the heavens shall pass away with a great noise, 
and the elements shall melt with fervent heat, the earth also 
and the works that are therein shall be burned up. 

Bevelation xvi. 
15 Behold, I come as a thief. Blessed is he that watoheth, 
and keepeth his garments, lest he walk naked, and they see 
his shame. 



VII. The parable of the tares proves that uni- 
versal righteousness is not to prevail before the 
appearing of Christ. 

Matthew xiii. 

24 The kingdom of heaven is likened unto a man which 
sowed good seed in his field : 

25 But while men slept, his enemy came and sowed tares 
among the wheat, and went his way. 

26 But when the blade was sprung up, and brought forth 
fruit, then appeared the tares also. 

27 So the servants of the householder came and said unto 
him, Sir, didst not thou sow good seed in thy field ? from 
whence then hath it tares ? 

28 He said unto them, An enemy hath done this. The ser- 
vants said unto him. Wilt thou then that we go and gather 
them up? 

29 But he said. Nay ; lest while ye gather up the tares, ye 
root up also the wheat with them. 

30 Let both grow together until the harvest : and in the 
time of harvest I will say to the reapers. Gather ye together 
first the tares, and bind them in bxmdles to bum them : but 
gather the wheat into my barn. 



VIII. The "Man of Sin" must be destroyed 
before the period of universal righteousness, 
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and the second advent is the time when this is io 
be accomplished. 

Daniel vii. 

9 I beheld till the thrones were cast down, and the Ancient 
of days did sit, whose garment was white as snow, and the 
hair of his head like the pure wool: his throne was like 
Uie fierv flame, and his wheels as burning fire. 

10 A fiery stream issued and came f oith from before him : 
thousand thousands ministered unto him, and ten thousand 
times ten thousand stood before him : the judgment ¥ras set, 
and the books were opened. 

11 I beheld then oecause of the voice of the great words 
which the horn spake : I beheld even till the beast was slainj 
and his body destroyed, and given to the burning flame. 

18 As concerning the rest of the beasts, they had their do- 
minion taken away : yet their lives were prolonged for a season 
and time. 

21 I beheld, and the same horn made war with the saints, 
and prevailed agamst them ; 

22 Until the Ancient of days came, and judgment was 
given to the saints of the most High ; and the time came that 
the saints possessed the kingdom. 

2 Thessalonians ii. 

7 The mystery of iniquity doth already work : only he who 
now letteth will let, until he be taken out of the way. 

8 And then shall that Wicked be revealed, whom the Lord 
shall consume with the spirit of his mouth, and shall destroy 
with the brightness of his coming. 



IX. The restoration of the Jews to their own 
land, and the reunion of the kingdoms of Israel 
and Judah, are prophesied as ushering in the 
coming of Christ in glory. 

Isaiah zi. 
11 It shall come to pass in that day, thskt the Lord sholi 
set his hand again the second time to recover the remnant of 
his people, wMch shall be left from Assyria, and from Effypt, 
and from Pathros, and from Gush, and from Elam, and from 
Shinar, and from Hamath, and from the islands of the sea. 
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* 12 And he shall set up an ensign for the nations, and shall 
assemble the outcasts of Israel, and gather together the dis- 
persed of Judah from the four comers of the eajrth. 

13 The envy also of Ephraim shall depart ; and the adversa- 
lies of Jndah ^ball be cut off: Ephraim shall not envy Jndah, 
and Jndah shall not vex Ephraim. 

Ezeldel xxxvii. 

21 Behold, I will iake the children of Israel from among 
the heathen, whither they be gone, and will gather tiiem on 
every side, and bring them into their own land : 

22 And I will make them one nation in the land npon the 
monn tains of Israd ; and one king shall be king to them aU : 
and the]^ shall be no more two nations, neither shall they be 
divided into two kingdoms any more at all : 

24 And David my servant shall be king over them ; and 
they all shall have one shepherd : they shall also walk in my 
judgmients, and observe my statutes, and do them. 

25 And they shall dwell in the land that I have given nnto 
Jacob my servant, wherein yonr fathers have dwelt ; and they 
shall dwell therein, even they, and their children, and their 
children's children for ever : and my servant David shall be 
their prince for ever. 



X. Before the appearing of the Lord, the gospel 
is to he preached for a witnest to all nations. 

Matthew xziv. 
14 This gospel of the kingdom shall be preached in all the 
world for a wibiess unto aU nations ; and then shall the end 
come. 



XI. The signs of Christ's appearing will produce 
in the minds of His enemies awful forebodings, 
but to His true followers unspeakable comfort and 

joy- 

Joelii. 
80 I will shew wonders in the heavens and in the earth, 
blood, and fire, and pillars of smoke. 
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31 The san shall be turned into darkness, and the moon 
into blood, before the great and the terrible day of the Lord 
come. 

32 And it shall come to pass, that whosoever shall call on 
the name of the Lord shall be deliYcred : for in mount Zion 
and in Jerusalem shall be deliverance, as the Lord hath said, 
and in the remnant whom the Lord shall call. 

Luke xxi. 

25 There shall be signs in the sun, and in the moon, and in 
the stars ; and upon the earth distress of nations, with i>er- 
plexity ; the sea and the waves roaring ; 

26 Men's hearts failing them for fear, and for looking after 
those things which are coming on the earth : for the powers 
of heaven shall be shaken. 

27 And ilien shall they see the Son of man coming in a 
cloud with power and great glory. 

28 And when these things begin to come to pass, then look 
up, and lift up your heads; for your redemption draweth 
mgh. 



XII. The coining of the Lord is the great motive 
enjoined for mortification of the flesh, continued 
watchfulness, and habitual living by faith. 

Matthew xxv. 
6 At midnight there was a cry made, Behold, the bride- 
groom cometh ; go ye out to meet him. 

18 Watch therefore, for ye know neither the day nor the 
hour wherein the Son of man cometh. 

Acts iii. 

19 Bepent ye therefore, and be converted, that your sins 
may be blotted out, when the times of refreshing shall come 
from the presence of the Lord ; 

20 And he shall send Jesus Christ, which before was 
preached unto you : 

21 Whom the heaven must receive untU the times of resti- 
tution of all things, which God hath spoken by the mouth of 
all his holy prophets since the world began. 

Golossians iii. 

4 When Christ, who is our life, shall appear, then shall ye 
also appear with him in glory. 

5 Mortify therefore your members which are upon the 
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earth ; fornication, uncleanneBS, inordinate affection, evil con- 
cupiscence, and covetonsness, which is idolatry. 

Titus ii. 

11 The grace of God that bringeth salvation hath appeared 
to aJl men, 

12 Teaching us that, denying ungodliness and worldly lusts, 
we should live soberly, righteously, and godly, in this present 
world; 

13 Looking for that blessed hope, and the glorious appear- 
ing of the great God and our Saviour Jesus Christ. 

1 John iii. . * 

2 Beloved, now are we the sons of God, and it doth not yet 
appear what we shall be : but we know that, when he shall 
appear, we shall be like him ; for we shall see him as he is. 

3 And every man that hath this hope in him purifieth him- 
self, even as he is pure. 



XIII. The scriptural source of consolation to 
the waiting bride of Christ, is the assured hope of 
His speedy return in glory. 

Isaiah xzv. 

8 He will swallow up death in victory ; and the Lord God 
will wipe away tears from off all faces ; and the rebuke of his 
people shall he take away hx)m off all the earth : for the Lord 
hath spoken it. 

9 And it shall be said in that day, Lo, this is our God ; we 
have waited for him, and he will save us : this is the Lord ; 
we have waited for him, we will be glad and rejoice in his sal- 
vation. 

Luke xii. 

35 Let your loins be girded about, and your lights burning ; 

36 And ye yourselves like unto men that wait for their 
lord, when he will return from the wedding ; that when he 
cometh and knocketh, they may open unto him immediately. 

Hebrews ix. 

27 As it is appointed unto men once to die, but after this 
the judgment : 

28 So Christ was once offered to bear the sins of many ; 
and unto them that look for him shall he appear the second 
time without sin unto salvation.

7 Bepatient therefore, brethren, unto the coming of the 
Lord, iteholdi the husbandman waiteth for the precions fruit 
of the earth, and haUi long patience for it, until he receive the 
early and latter rain. 

8 Be ye also patient ; stablish yonr hearts : for the coming 
of the Lord draweth nigh. 



XIV. At the coming of the Lord, believers who 
had slept in J^sus, and those who had not died, 
shall be changed into His likeness, and possess 
with Him the kingdom. This is the first resur- 
rection. 

Daniel vii. 
27 The kingdom and dominion, and the greatness of the 
kingdom nnder the whole heaven, shall be given to the people 
of the saints of the most High, whose kingdom is an everlast- 
ing kingdom, and all dominions shall serve and obey him. 

1 Corinthians zv. 

23 Every man in his own order : Christ the firstfindts ; af- 
terward they that are Christ's at his coming. 

61 Behold, I shew yon a mystery ; We shall not all sleep, 
bnt we shall all be changed, 

52 In a moment, in the twinkling of ^an eye, at the last 
tromi) : for the trumpet shall sonnd, and the dead shall be 
raised incorruptible, and we shall be changed. 

1 Thessalonians iv. 

14 If we believe that Jesns died and rose again, even so 
them also which sleep in Jesns will God bring with him. 

15 For this we say nnto yon by the word of the Lord, that 
we which are alive and remain nnto the coming of the Lord 
shall not prevent them which are asleep. 

16 For the Lord himself shall descend from heaven with a 
shont, with the voice of the archangel, and with the tramp of 
God : and the dead in Christ shall rise first : 

17 Then we which are alive and remain shaU be canght np 
together with them in the clouds, to meet the Lord in the air : 
and so shall we ever be with the Lord. 

Revelation xx. 
4 I saw thrones, and they sat upon them, and judgment was 
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given unto them : and I saw the sonla of them that were be- 
^ided for the witness of Jesns, and for the word of God, and 
which had not worshipped the beast, neither his ima^e, nei- 
ther had received his mark npon their foreheads, or m their 
hands; and they lived and reigned with Christ a thousand 
years. 

5 But the rest of the dead lived not again until the thou- 
sand years were finished. This is the first resurrection. 

6 Blessed and holy is he that hath part in the first resur- 
rection : on such the second death hath no power, but they 
shaJl be priests of God and of Christ, and shall reign with him 
a thousand years. 



XV. At the close of the thousand years, Satan 
being again loosed, will make his final attempt 
to overthrow the kingdom of Christ ; when 
he shall be cast for ever into the lake of 
fire. 

Revelation xx. 

1 And I saw an angel come down from heaven, having the 
key of the bottomless pit and a great chain in his hand. 

2 And he laid hold on the dragon, that old serpent, which 
is the Devil, and Satan, and bound him a thousand years. 

3 And cast him into the bottomless pit, and shut him 
up, and set a seal upon him, that he should deceive the 
nations no more, till the thousand years should be fulfilled : 
and after that he must be loosed a litUe season. 

7 And wheu the thousand years are expired, Satan shall 
be loosed out of his prison. 

8 And shall go out to deceive the nations which are in the 
four quarters of the earth, Gog and Magog, to gather them 
together to battle : the number of whom is as the sand of 
the sea. 

9 And they went up on the breadth of the earth, and com- 
passed the camp of the saints about, and the beloved city : and 
fire came down from God out of heaven, and devoured them. 

10 And the devil that deceived them was cast into the lake 
of fire and brimstone, where the beast and the false prophet 
are, and shall be tormented day and night for ever and ever.

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SECTION xun. 

THE FINAL JtTDaMENT. 

I. The dead, small and great, shall stand before 
God, to be judged according to their works, 
and whosoever shall not be found written in tiie 
book of lifo will be cast into the lake of fiie. 
This is the second death. 



Bevelation 

11 I saw a great white thronOi and him that sat on it, from 
whose face the earth and the heaven fled away; and there 
was found no place for them. 

12 And I saw the dead, small and great, stand hefore Grod ; 
and the books were opened : and another book was opened, 
which is the book of life : and the dead were judged ont of 
those things which were written in the books, according to 
their works. 

18 And the sea gave np the dead which were in it ; and 
death and hell delivered np the dead which were in them : and 
they were jndged eveiy man according to their works. 

14 And death and hell were cast into the lake of fire. 
This is the second death. 

^ 16 And whosoever was not f onnd written in the book of 
life was cast into the lake of fire. 



II. The last scene in the prophetic vision is 
the new heaven and the new earth, with the 
holy city coming down from Q-od out of hea- 
ven, prepared as a bride adorned for her 
husband. 

Revelation zzi. 

1 I saw a new heaven and a new earth : for the first heaven 
and the first earth were passed away ; and there was no more 
sea. 

2 And I John saw the holy city, new Jerosalem, coming 
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down from God out of heaven, prepared as a bride adorned for 
lier husband. 

3 And I heard a great voice out of heaven, saying, Behold, 
fhe tabernacle of Giod is with men, and he will dwell with 
tliem, and they shall be his people, and Grod himself shaU be 
vrith them, and be their God. 

4 And God shall wipe away all tears from their eyes ; and 
there shall be no more deaui, neither sorrow, nor crying, 
neither shall there be any more pain : for the former things 
are passed away. 

27 And there shall in no wise enter into it any thing that 
defileth, neither whatsoever worketh abomination, or niaketh 
a lie : but they which are written in the Lamb's book of life. 

Chapter xzii. 

1 He shewed me a pure nver of water of life, clear as crys- 
tal, proceeding out of the throne of God and of the Lamb. 

2 In the midst of the street of it, and on either side of the 
river, was there the tree of life, which bare twelve manner of 
fruits, and yielded her fruit every month : and the leaves of 
the tree were for the healing of the nations. 

3 And there shall be no more curse : but the throne of God 
and of the Lamb shall be in it ; and his servants shall serve 
him: 

4 And they shall see his face ; and his name shall be in 
their foreheads. 

5 And t^ere shall be no night there ; and they need no 
candle, neither light of the sun ; for the Lord God giveth 
them Hght : and they shall reign for ever and ever. 

20 He which testifieth these things saith. Surely I come 
quickly. Amen. Even so^ come. Lord Jesus. 

21 The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ be with you all. 
Amen. 
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
